P.A.T.A.  to  Keep  Going 

COUNCIL'S  CONFIDENCE  IN  THE  FUTURE 

UNLESS  the  legislation  now  under  discussion  in  Parliament  is  so  altered 
that  the  very  principle  of  price  maintenance  is  jeopardised,  the  council 
of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  is  convinced  that  the 
Association  will  continue  to  exist. 


That  statement  was  made  by  the 
president  of  the  Association  (Mr.  Nor- 
man Dewey)  when  he  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Association's  annual  report 
at  the  sixtieth  annual  meeting  held  in 
London  on  April  12.  The  present  mem- 
bership framework,  said  Mr.  Dewey, 
would  continue  and  the  Association 
would  be  able  to  maintain,  perhaps 
under  a  revised  constitution  and  rules, 
the  same  kind  of  beneficial  work  that 
it  had  conducted  since  its  inception 
sixty  years  ago. 

The  president  said  that  the  annual 
report  indicated  membership  in  all  sec- 
tions— manufacturer,  wholesale  and  re- 
tail— to  be  "  satisfactory  and  encourag- 
ing." There  was  evidence  of  considerable 
support  for  an  amendment  to  the  Re- 
strictive Trade  Practices  Bill  that 
''would  be  put  forward  in  Parliament. 
The  amendment  would  make  it  prac- 
ticable and  safe  for  an  association  to 
act  on  its  members'  behalf  in  matters 
relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  20  of  the  Bill.  The 
secretary  had  brought  it  to  the  notice 
of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
and  had  asked  for  an  opportunity,  with 
colleagues  on  the  Fair  Prices  Defence 
Committee,  to  meet  the  Minister  and 
discuss  with  him  the  amendment  and 
another  which,  in  the  event  of  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  20 — amended  or  not 
— proving  inadequate  and  ineffective, 
wou'd  permit  an  association  such  as 
the  P.A.T.A.  to  put  up  a  price-main-, 
tenance  enforcement  scheme  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Restrictive  Prac- 
tices Court,  and  for  that  Court,  if  it 
found  that  the  scheme  submitted  was 
not  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  to 
authorise  its  operation. 

Submitting  the  financial  statement, 
the  Treasurer  (Mr.  R.  G.  Dyas)  said 
that  though,  during  the  year,  there  had 
been  a  slight  excess  of  expenditure  over 
income,  the  general  financial  position 
of  the  Association  was  satisfactory.  The 
report  and  statement  were  adopted. 

Earlier  on  the  same  day,  the  quarterly- 
meeting  of  the  council  of  the  Associa- 
tion was  held,  the  president  in  the  chair. 
The  council  endorsed  a  motion,  moved 
by  the  President,  expressing  apprecia- 
tion of  the  services  of  the  late  Mr.  C.  S. 
Challinor  (a  former  member  of  the  re- 
tail section  of  the  council)  and  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  council  with  Mr.  Chal- 


linor's  family  in  their  bereavement. 
Colonel  S.  Watson  wrote  thanking  the 
council  for  his  election  as  an  honorary 
member  of  council.  The  council 
approved  the  report  of  a  committee 
dealing  with  the  Restrictive  Trade  Prac- 
tices Bill,  and  expressed  appreciation  of 
all  that  had  been  done.  The  secretary 
reported  that  the  price-cutting  position 
during  the  past  quarter  showed  little 
change.  The  main  cause  for  concern 
was  the  price-cutting  operated  by  certain 
retail  shops  in  the  south-east  London 
district.  All  practicable  steps  to  deal 
with  the  position  had  been  taken.  Since 
the  previous  quarterly  meeting,  417  calls 
and  343  test  purchases  had  been  made 
by  the  Association's  staff.  The  report 
was  approved.  It  was  agreed  to  hold 
the  next  meeting  of  council  on  July  12. 

1954  Codex 

AMENDMENT  to  a  monograph 

THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  authorised  the  publication 
of  the  following  amendment  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  1954:  — 
Borax:  P.  103,  lines  3-10  from  foot, 
delete  and  insert: — 

Action  and  Uses.  Borax  acts  as  a 
feeble  bacteriostatic  in  a  similar  manner 
to  boric  acid.  It  is  used  as  a  lotion  in 
the  treatment  of  inflammatory  conditions 
of  the  eye.  Lozenges  of  borax  are  used 
for  their  astringent  action,  and  gargles 
(15  grains  to  1  fluid  ounce  of  water) 
and  mouth-washes  in  aphthous  ulcers 
and  stomatitis.  Glycerin  of  Borax  and 
Honey  of  Borax  are  used  as  paints  for 


the  throat  and  tongue,  especially  in 
children.  Excessive  use  of  preparations 
containing  borax  may  lead  to  absorption 
with  toxic  effects,  described  under  Boric 
Acid,  and  they  should  therefore  be  used 
sparingly. 

Statutory  Committee 

NO  DIRECTION  GIVEN 

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  met  in  London  on 
April  1 1  to  inquire  into  the  case  of 
a  company  carrying  on  business  as  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons,  and  a 
member  of  the  Society  who  was  the 
company's  registered  superintendent, 
who  had  each  been  convicted  of 
offences  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933.  Solicitor  to  the 
Committee  said  that  the  case  had  been 
brought  by  the  police.  Four  charges 
had  been  preferred  against  the  phar- 
macist of  aiding  and  abetting  the  com- 
pany in  selling  a  Schedule  4  poison 
without  prescription.  A  declaration 
submitted  to  the  Committee  by  the 
customer  said  that  the  pharmacist  had 
"  sold  her  two  pink  tablets  for  which 
she  had  paid  nothing."  A  police  officer 
told  the  Committee  the  woman  had  told 
the  magistrates  that  she  had  read  the 
word  Soneryl  on  the  two  tablets  given 
to  her  with  a  draught  in  the  pharma- 
cist's shop.  The  woman's  doctor  had 
seized  thirty-seven  tablets  when  she 
visited  the  woman  and  had  given  them 
to  the  police  officer.  The  Pharmacist 
told  the  Committee  that  he  had  given 
the  lady  an  alkaline  draught  and  two 
pink  tablets  which  she  had  swallowed. 
He  did  not  understand  how  she  could 
have  read  the  word  Soneryl.  All  his 
boxes  and  cartons  were  printed  with 
his  name  and  address.  The  box  that 
the  police  officer  had  shown  him  had 
no  name  on  it.  The  Chairman  said 
that,  for  the  woman's  statement  to  be 
useful  to  the  Committee,  it  must  con- 
tain the  statement  that  she  had  read 
Soneryl  on  the  tablets.  Referring  to  the

The  committee  found  the 
convictions  proved,  but  recommended 
that  no  directions  should  be  given. 

Post  Office  Charges 

PROPOSED  NEW  RATES 

THE  following  are  among  proposed  in- 
creases in  postal  and  telephone  charges 
announced  by  the  Postmaster  General 
(Dr.  Charles  Hill)  on  April  11 :  — 

Printed  papers  and  samples,  2d.  for 
4  oz.,  Id.  for  each  additional  2  oz.; 
registration,  minimum  fee  Is.  (compensa- 
tion up  to  £10);  money  orders  not  ex- 
ceeding £10,  Is.,  for  issue  of  duplicate 
money  order  or  the  renewal  of  a  void 
order,  Is.  4d. ;  cash  on  delivery  fees,  for 
trade  charge  not  exceeding  £1,  Is.  2d.; 
over  £1  and  not  exceeding  £2,  Is.  4d. ; 
Over  £2  and  not  exceeding  £5,  Is.  6d.; 
for  the  renewal  of  a  void  order,  Is.  4d. 
The  rates  for  inland  parcels  and  parcels 
to  the  Irish  Republic  are  being  reviewed  in 
the  light  of  any  increase  in  railway  rates. 
It  is  also  proposed  to  charge  an  extra  |d. 
for  the  small  registered  envelopes  and  an 
extra  2d.  for  the  largest  type.  Telephone 
charges  (subscribers):  Up  to  five  miles 
2^d. ;  five  to  seven  and  a  half  miles,  5d.; 
seven  and  a  half  to  twelve  and  a 
half  miles,  l{d. ;  twelve  and  a  half  to 
fifteen  miles,  lOd. 

Business  small-user  subscribers  are 
being  charged  50  per  cent,  more  than 
the  normal  tariff  for  the  first  240  calls 
a  year,  against  300  at  present.  All  pro- 
posed telephone  charges  are  effective 
from  July  1,  postal  charges  from 
June  1.

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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

Summer  time  begins  at  2  a.m.  on 
Sunday,  April  22.  Clocks  should  be  put 
forward  one  hour  at  close  of  business 
on  April  21. 

The  additional  Import  Duties  (No.  1 ) 
Order,  1956,  increases  the  import  duty 
on  lime  oil  (where  chargeable)  from  10 
per  cent,  ad  valorem  to  25  per  cent,  ad 
valorem  from  April  16. 

Students  from  pharmacy  schools  at 
Dundee,  Leicester  and  Belfast  to  a 
record  total  visited  the  Vere  Street, 
London,  W.l,  pharmacy  of  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  Ltd.,  during  the  Easter 
vacation. 

Railway  freight,  dock,  and  canal 
charges  are  being  increased  by  5  per 
cent,  generally  from  April  23  and  rail' 
way  freight  charges  for  merchandise  by 
goods  train  in  consignments  under  one 
ton  by  7Jr  per  cent.  (1 21  per  cent,  for 
returned  empties). 

The  executive  of  the  National  Union 
of  Small  Shopkeepers  has  recommen- 
ded that  its  11,000  members  should 
increase  retail  prices  by  5  per  cent, 
where  possible  unless  the  Government 
reviews  the  "  vicious "  rate  reassess- 
ments of  business  premises. 

At  the  annual  conference  of  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade,  Brighton, 
April  21-26,  a  discussion  devoted  to 
valuation  for  rating  is  planned  for 
April  24;  time  is  provided,  too,  for  an 
explanation  of  the  new  proposals  em- 
bodied in  the  Restrictive  Trade  Prac- 
tices Bill. 

The  Association  of  British  Chemical 
Manufacturers  and  the  Association  of 
Chemical  and  Allied  Employers  have 
'Sret  up  a  British  Chemical  Industry 
Safety  Council  to  correlate  the  various 
safety  activities  in  the  industry;  the 
Council  will  establish  subcommittees 
dealing  with  medical,  statistical,  and 
technical  aspects. 

Following  a  talk  on  the  Chemists 
Federation  by  Mr.  P.  D.  J.  Spaander- 
man  (Federation  president)  at  a  meet- 
ing of  Glasgow  retail  pharmacists  on 
February  16,  the  following  C.F.  local 
action  committee  was  appointed:  — 
Messrs.  A.  Officer  and  R.  Donald  (joint 
secretaries),  H.  Kerrigan,  R.  F. 
Mackay,  W.  C.  McMaster,  W.  Peebles 
and  J.  A.  Paterson. 

The  panel  of  representatives  of  manu- 
facturers who  answered  questions  at 
the  meeting  of  Liverpool  Chemists'  As- 
sociation and  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  held  on  January  26  (see 
C.  &  D.,  March  31,  p.  224)  included 
Messrs.  C.  W.  Robinson  (Evans  Medi- 
cal Supplies,  Ltd.);  N.  A.  Herdman 
(Distillers  Co.  (Biochemicals),  Ltd.); 
and  R.  Whitfield  (R.  Sumner  &  Co., 
Ltd.),  as  well  as  those  previously  stated. 

After  discussions  with  representatives 
of  the  Polish  Government  under  the 
Anglo-Polish  Trade  Agreement  of  1954, 
agreement  was  reached  on  February  6 
in  London  about  the  details  of  trade  in 
1956,  the  last  year  of  the  current 
arrangement.  Some  adjustments  were 
made  to  the  lists  of  quotas  for  import 
into  each  country  and  both  lists  show 
some  increase  on  last  year,  but  the  pat- 
tern of  trade  remains  substantially  the 
same. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Counting  the  Cost 

In  the  welter  of  conflicting  opinions  on  the  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service,  we  do  well  to  pay  attention  to  the  statements  of  those  who  are  in 
a  position  to  look  at  the  situation  objectively,  albeit  expertly.  At  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Aberdeen  in  September  1955,  Profes- 
sor Sir  David  Campbell  (president  of  the  General  Medical  Council), 
emphasised  that  the  increased  cost  of  the  drug  bill  was  mainly  due  to  the 
greater  use  of  more  costly  drugs,  such  as  the  antibiotics  and  the  anticoagu- 
lants. Their  use  had  resulted  in  earlier  returns  to  work  and  less  time  in 
hospital,  and  it  was  necessary  to  set  those  factors  against  the  initial  cost. 
Endorsement  and  enlargement  of  that  statement  come  now  from  Professor 
Sir  Walter  Mercer  (president  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edin- 
burgh). Proposing  the  toast  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  annual 
dinner  of  its  Edinburgh  Branch  (p.  258),  Sir  Walter  said  that  pharmaceutical 
research  was  revolutionising  modern  medicine  with  drugs  which  though 
expensive,  were  saving  their  cost  many  times  over  by  cutting  hospital  cost. 
Such  unequivocal  statements  from  men  of  distinction  at  the  top  of  their 
respective  professions  might  be  expected  to  silence  those  who  are  put  up 
to  cry  "  Woe  is  me  "  but  from  recent  experience  that  seems  too  much  to 
hope  for. 

Photography — Then 

In  my  early  days  in  pharmacy  the  photographic  customer  belonged 
to  one  of  two  well-defined  classes.  There  was  the  "  real "  photographer, 
who  bought  plates  and  used  a  camera  almost  as  cumbersome  and  as  heavy 
as  the  modern  bag  of  golf  clubs  (though  there  was  no  equivalent  of  the 
caddie-car).  He  was  a  knowledgeable  chap  who  knew  the  kind  of  plate 
he  wanted,  and  was  well  acquainted  with  speeds  of  emulsions.  He  would 
have  scorned  to  use  a  commercial  developing  and  printing  service.  He 
had  a  dark-room  in  some  cupboard  or  attic,  so  he  bought  quantities  of 
metol  and  hydroquinone,  bromide  and  hypo,  and  the  other  necessary 
ingredients.  From  time  to  time  some  of  his  work  would  hang  in  the  exhibi- 
tion of  the  local  photographic  society,  and  very  good  work  it  was.  The 
other  and  overwhelming  class  was  represented  by  the  snapshotter,  who 
in  his  more  tender  years  usually  turned  in  a  six-exposure  film  consisting  of 
"  three  of  him  and  three  of  her."  His  apparatus  for  the  most  part  consisted 
of  a  box  camera  of  low  cost — perhaps  ten  shillings,  perhaps  only  five, 
or  it  may  even  have  been  acquired  without  any  other  cost  than  the  smoking 
of  a  prodigious  number  of  cigarettes  of  one  brand  or  another.  The  box 
was  capable  of  quite  good  work  and  was  as  foolproof  as  it  could  well  be — 
notwithstanding  which,  errors  did  creep  in !  Great  tact  and  sympathetic  help 
were  essential  if  the  customer's  interest  were  to  be  maintained. 

— And  Now 

Today  the  situation  has  changed,  and  we  see  what  is  described  in 
another  field  as  a  "broad  spectrum,"  with  a  keen  and  knowledgeable  sec- 
tion somewhere  between  the  above-mentioned  categories.  Much  of  the 
apparatus  described  in  your  Photographic  Supplement  is  designed  to  attract 
this  large  and  growing  number  who,  while  not  aspiring  to  carry  out  the 
processing  themselves,  are  turning  out  work  which  is  first-class.  The  addi- 
tional attraction  of  colour,  allied  to  a  small  and  easily  carried  instrument, 
has  caught  the  imagination.  I  have  seen  colour  transparencies  which  were 
astonishingly  good  taken  by  people  who  were  almost  beginners.  Large 
numbers  now  use  exposure  meters  and  talk  familiarly  of  such  complex 
mysteries  as  Din  and  Scheiner.  Many,  indeed,  will  not  accept  a  film  that 
is  not  clearly  marked  on  the  outside  of  the  carton  with  the  speed  indices, 
and  it  surprises  me  that  some  manufacturers  have  not  thought  it  of  sufficient 
importance  to  mark  their  films  clearly  in  that  way.  A  summer  such  as  we  had 
last  year  will  give  another  busy  year  to  the  finishers,  who  immure  themselves 
in  darkrooms  while  the  summer  goes  by — a  form  of  self-abnegation  too 
readily  taken  for  granted.

CRITICAL  RESOLUTIONS  AT  ANNUAL 


Syllabus 

CONFERENCE 


MANY  of  the  resolutions  discussed  at 
the  fourteenth  annual  conference  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Students 
Association  in  Glasgow,  April  3-7,  re- 
flected dissatisfaction  with  the  present 
syllabuses,  both  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  Qualifying  and  for  the 
B.Pharm.  examinations. 


Access  to  Notebooks? 

The  first  resolution— "  That  the  pre- 
sent   policy    of    the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  disallowing  the  use  of  prac- 
tical  notebooks   in   the  biochemistry 
examination  is  deplored:  it  is  making 
the  examination  a  test  of  memory  and 
not  of  practical  ability  "—stood  in  the 
name  of  Leicester  Branch.   Moving  it, 
Miss  Locker  said  that  the  Branch  re- 
gretted having  to  bring  it  up  year  alter 
year  but  they  felt  that  the  Society 
should  act  on  it.    Mr.  I.  Caldwell, 
Glasgow,  seconded.    He  felt  that  the 
present  system  of  examination  was  too 
much   a    test    of   memory.  Another 
student  pointed  out  that  in  Glasgow 
entrants  were  allowed  to  take  notebooks 
into  the  examination  but  had  to  state 
on  the  paper,  before  referring  to  them, 
what  they  were  about  to  do.  After 
half-an-hour  they  were  allowed  to  refer 
to  their  notes  to  complete  the  tests. 
Mr  D  Wright,  London,  thought  the 
Society  might  make  the  examinations 
more  difficult  if  notebooks  were  allowed 
in  the  examination  room.  He  did  not 
think  it  would  be  a  test  at  all  if  the 
students  were  allowed  to  refer  to  their 
notebooks.  Mr.  R.  C.  Smith,  Chelsea 
thought  that  a  student  who  could  not 
remember  ways  of  testing  urine  blood, 
etc    was  not  worth  his  qualification. 
The  point  of  the  resolution  was  to 
make    the    examinations    easier  for 
students.  Mr.  D.  R.  Williams,  London, 
disagreed.    Its  point,  he  said,  was  to 
make  the  examination  a  practical  one 
and  not  just  a  test  of  memory.  Mr. 
Wright  said  the  Society  had  introduced 
the  oral  examination  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain whether  a  student  knew  what  he 
was  doing.    He  did  not  think  they 
would  penalise  a  person  for  not  being 
able  to  answer  a  specific  question  it 
he  knew  the  basic  principle  involved. 
Mr  I  G  Hughes,  Leicester,  said  that, 
if  they  were  allowed  to  take  in  their 
notebooks,  and  questions  were  made 
more  difficult  as  a  result,  the  examina- 
tion would  become  a  test  of  logic.  Mr. 
Smith  said  that  a  resolution  similar 
to   the   one   before   them   had  been 
accepted  a  year  or  two  ago  by  the 
Society,  but  the  results  in  that  year 
had  been  "appalling,"  the  examiners 
stating  that  the  students  had  no  idea 
what  they  were  doing.  The  resolution 

was  adopted.  ,  t  

The  second  resolution,  also  trom 
Leicester,  was:  "That  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  be  requested  to  issue  a 
statement  in  its  journal  regarding  the 
resolutions  passed  to  them  from  the 
Association."  The  President  said  that, 
although  a  reply  to  the  previous  year  s 
conference  resolutions  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
they  would  discuss  the  motion  because 


the  reply  had  not  been  comprehensive. 
Mr  Hughes,  Leicester,  said  that  the 
reasons  for  tabling  the  resolution  were 
to  have  something  to  show  for  their 
work  at  the  Conference  and  to  show 
students  that  something  was  being  done 
for  them.  Mr.  Wright,  London,  gave 
details  of  the  1955  Conference  as  they 
had  appeared  in  the  Society's  journal. 

A  resolution  by  Glasgow  Branch 
"  That  the  final  theory  examination  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  qualifica- 
tion should  be  split  over  a  week-end  or 
have  a  day  between  each  examination  " 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Caldwell,  who 
said  students  felt  the  examination  at 
the  moment  was  as  much  a  test  of  phy- 
sical endurance  as  of  intelligence. 

Asking  the  conference  to  support 
another   Glasgow  resolution   that  the 
syllabus    should   be  designed   for  all 
students  and  not  for  a  minority  and 
asking  that  pharmacology  should  be 
made  a  major  subject,  Mr.  Caldwell 
said  that  the  Ph.C.  course  did  every- 
thing except  train  the  student  to  carry 
out   work   in   retail   pharmacy.  The 
lowered     standard     of  examination 
answers  was,  he  thought,  due  to  the 
syllabus.   Speaking  to  the  second  part 
of  the  resolution  Mr.  Wright,  London, 
said  that  doctors  were  finding  it  more 
difficult  to  keep  up  with  the  new  pre- 
parations and  pharmacists  had  to  re- 
place their   skill   in   dispensing  with 
something  else.   He  thought  it  should 
be  pharmacology,  so  that  they  could 
advise  the  doctors  on  the  new  drugs. 

Proposing  a  Chelsea  Branch  resolu- 
tion "  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  consider  discontinuing  examina- 
tion at  the  Intermediate  level,  and  that 
entrance  to  the  Ph.C.  course  should  be 
by  the  General  Certificate  of  Education 
(advanced  level)  or  an  equivalent  exam- 
ination of  university  standard "  MR. 
R  C  Smith  said  that  the  Society  should 
follow  the  lead  of  the  Royal  Colleges 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  of  the 
Dental  Society.  . 

The  following  resolutions  were  also 

put: — 

"  That  the  Intermediate  year  should 
point  more  to  the  second  half  of  the  Ph.C. 
course  and  not  be  an  entity  "  (Glasgow 
Branch).  , 

"  That  the  Ph.C.  course  be  designed  tor 
all  students  and  not  for  a  minority,  and 
that  pharmacology  be  made  a  major  sub- 
ject in  the  Ph.C.  course  "  (Glasgow 
Branch).  .  c  , 

"  That  the  syllabus  committee  ot  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  aim  at  a 
standard  of  education  for  pharmacy 
students  based  on  the  quality  and  not  the 
quantity  of  the  student's  knowledge 
(Glasgow  Branch). 

"  That  considering  the  part  the  pharma- 
cist plays  in  the  health  of  a  community, 
especially  in  his  advisory  capacity,  a  course 
of  instruction  in  first  aid  and  treatment  in 
cases  of  emergency  would  seem  to  be  ad- 
visable "  (Chelsea  Branch). 

"  That  a  course  of  instruction  in  the 
elements  of  organic  chemistry  should  be 
made  a  compulsory  part  of  the  syllabus 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Intermedi- 
ate examination." 


"  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
consider  allowing  students  studying  for  de- 
gree examinations  to  sit  the  forensic  phar- 
macy paper  at  Christmas  or  summer  of 
their  final  _year  "  (Leicester  Branch). 


Executive  Resolutions 

The  Executive  of  the  Association 
proposed  two  resolutions,  both  of  which 
were  adopted  unanimously.  They  were 
"That  the  venue  of  the  annual  con- 
ference should  be  decided  at  the  pre- 
vious year's  conference,"  and  "  That 
each  branch  of  the  Association  should 
appoint  a  person  to  be  responsible  for 
collecting  material  for  the  Future 
Pharmacist." 

Guest  Speakers 

Delegates  had  been  welcomed  to  the 
Conference  by  Professor  J.  P.  Todd, 
Glasgow  Technical  College,  who  said 
the   time   would   come   when  youth, 
which   had  not   so   far   invaded  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
would  do  so.  He  could  not  assert  that 
proposals  sent  from  the  Conference  to 
the  Society  had  much  effect,  but  ad- 
vised the  delegates  not  to  lose  heart: 
"  If  you  can  give  the  Council  good 
advice— give  it.    It  needs  it."  Profes- 
sor Todd  did  not  think  the  Council  had 
the  answer  to  the  question  whether  the 
pharmacist  of  the  future  was  going  to 
be  highly  trained  or  just  a  technician. 
The  problem  was  whether  to  train  the 
pharmacist  in  the  new  fields  which  re- 
search was  opening  up,  or  only  for  the 
things  he  would  need  in  the  shop.  Some 
thought  that,  by  producing  the  fully- 
educated  type,  they  were  doing  a  ser- 
vice to  pharmacy  and  his  own  advice  to 
delegates  was  not  too  lightly  to  con- 
demn such  academic  knowledge  as  they 
would  not  find  to  be  of  use  in  the 
shop.   The  pharmacist  should  have  a 
knowledge  of  new  drugs,  and  the  action 
and  uses  of  drugs,  and  should  be  able 
to  advise  the  medical  man. 

Mr  W.  T.  Wilson  (chairman,  Glas- 
gow and  South-western  Scottish  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  wel- 
comed the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the 
Branch.  .  . 

A  talk  entitled  "A  Pharmaceutical 
Retrospect,"  was  given  by  Mr.  C.  GJ 
Drummond  (a  member  of  the  Scottish 
Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety) and  a  second  on  "  Pharmacology 
and' the  Pharmacist"  by  Mr.  J  Lewis 
(lecturer  in  pharmacology,  Glasgow 
University).  Mr.  Drummond  outlined 
the  beginnings  of  medicine,  particularly 
in  Scotland,  from  the  time  of  the 
Roman  occupation. 

A  lapse  occurred  before  the  advent 
of  monastic  medicine,  and  pharmacy 
could  trace  its  ancestry  to  that  period. 
James  IV,  who  fancied  himself  as  a  sur- 
geon carried  out  experiments  in  al- 
chemy. An  act  of  1681  provided  for 
the  inspection  of  apothecaries  premises 
by  magistrates  and  senior  apothecaries 
150  years  before  the  founding  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Drurn- 
mond's  talk  was  illustrated  by  lantern 
slides  of  old  prescriptions,  written  in 
the  period  1733-39,  and  rediscovered 
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in  a  shop  he  had  formerly  owned  (it 
was  now  closed)  in  Lawnmarket,  Edin- 
burgh. 

Mr.  Lewis,  in  his  talk,  began  by  ex- 
plaining that  it  was  difficult  to  define 
pharmacology.  He  regarded  it  as  the 
mode  of  action  of  drugs  on  vertebrates. 
He  thought  the  pharmacologist  should 
have  a  background  of  chemistry,  phy- 
sics, biochemistry,  and  "  a  smattering 
of  mathematics."  When  the  students 
present  qualified  they  would  be  deal- 
ing with  drugs — preparing,  distribut- 
ing, or  assaying  them.  That  was  a 
considerable  responsibility,  and  the  rea- 
son why  a  good  background  of  phar- 
macology was  necessary.  The  subject 
should  come  a  good  second  to  pharma- 
ceutics in  their  studies — even  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  subjects.  Relation- 
ship of  the  pharmacist  with  the  doctor, 
dentist,  and  veterinary  practitioner  was 
almost  equally  important.  In  the  six- 
year  curriculum  of  the  medical  student 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  learn 
much  about  pharmacology,  and  the 
practising  doctor  could  not  keep  pace 
with  the  introduction  of  new  drugs. 
The  pharmacist  could  help  and  advise 
him.  There  were  also  places  for  the 
pharmacist-pharmacologist  in  industry 
and  in  biological  assay  laboratories. 

Mr.  I.  Caldwell,  Glasgow,  asked 
if  Mr.  Lewis  thought  that  the  "  miser- 
ably insufficient "  course  in  pharmaco- 
logy for  the  Ph.C  student  would  do  all 
that  the  speaker  had  suggested.  Mr. 
Lewis  said  the  difficulty  was  that 
in  many  places  they  were  unable  to 
teach  pharmacology  through  lack  of 
trained  teachers.  The  present  syllabus 
probably  would  be  adequate,  but  to 
teach  pharmacology  properly  a  large 
capital  outlay  on  equipment  was  neces- 
sary. Replying  to  Mr.  J.  Donnelly, 
who  asked  about  the  psychological  as- 
pects of  drugs  and  their  administra- 
tion, he  agreed  that  suggestion  played 
a  part  in  the  effect  of  drugs.  He  did 
not  think  that  drugs  of  the  same  com- 
position but  manufactured  by  different 
concerns  had  different  effects. 

Symposium  Session 

The  subject  of  a  symposium  session 
which  occupied  a  full  day  of  the  Con- 
ference programme  was  "  Ethics  and 
Pharmaceutical  Practice."  Professor 
Todd,  who  presided,  introduced  the 
guest  speaker,  Mr.  D.  F.  Lewis,  F.P.S. 
(a  member  of  the  Society's  administra- 
tive staff),  who  said  the  subject  of  ethics 
was  in  itself  contentious.  A  defini- 
tion of  ethics  as  "  a  code  of  responsible 
behaviour  "  was  not  complete.  Ethics 
was  a  code  of  responsible  behaviour 
voluntarily  accepted  by  the  persons  for 
whom  it  was  prepared.  That  gave  the 
contrast  between  law  and  ethics.  Laws 
were  rules  enforced  by  sanctions;  ethics 
were  rules  voluntarily  accepted.  The 
public  might  be  unable  to  distinguish 
between  the  competent  and  the  incom- 
petent, between  the  honourable  and  the 
dishonourable  practitioner.  For  that 
reason  the  competent  and  honourable 
acted  mutually  to  guarantee  competence 
by  establishing  a  register,  and  to 
guarantee  honour  by  accepting  an  ethi- 
cal code.  No  ethical  code  could  ever  be 
regarded  as  complete  or  final.  As 
changes  occurred  in  practice  they  must 
be  reflected  in  the  code. 


In  any  profession  an  item  in  the 
accepted  ethical  code  might  be  at  vari- 
ance with  standard  commercial  practice 
in  another  vocation.  All  professions 
accepted  that  persistent  refusal  by  an 
individual  practitioner  to  conform  to 
and  abide  by  the  majority  was  sufficient 
cause  for  removing  his  name  from  their 
register.  That  was  a  disciplinary  pro- 
cess and  not  to  be  confused  with  a 
legal  sanction.  Mr.  Lewis  explained 
the  relationship  between  the  Society's 
Council  and  the  Statutory  Committee. 

Mr.  G.  Campbell  asked  if  Mr. 
Lewis  did  not  think  that  there  should 
be  some  rule  allowing  the  substitution 
of  drugs  of  the  same  pharmaco- 
logical properties.  Mr.  Lewis  replied 
that  that  course  could  lead  to  all  sorts 
of  dangerous  circumstances.  Mr.  D.  C. 
Mair  said  that,  unless  they  curtailed 
manufacturers  introducing  their  own 
brand  names,  they  would  have  the 
Government  stepping  in  and  saying 
what  should  and  should  not  be  pre- 
scribed. Mr.  Lewis  referred  him  to  the 
National  Formulary,  which  gave  official 
equivalents. 

Mr.  D.  Wright  thought  that  the  most 
important  clauses  in  the  Statement  upon 
Matters  of  Professional  Conduct  were 
the  first  three.  Many  pharmacies  in  the 
country,  he  declared,  did  not  comply 
with  them.  There  were  pharmacies  in 
which  conditions  for  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  were  shocking.  He  thought 
it  reprehensible  that  pharmacies  should 
exist  in  chain  stores  in  which  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy  was  not  the  main 
business.  Mr.  Donnelly  asked  whether 
the  code  of  ethics  did  what  it  was  de- 
signed to  do  and  whether  it  was  pub- 


MR.  Derek  Walker-Smith  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade) 
told  Miss  E.  Burton  on  April  10  that 
the  available  evidence  about  false 
claims  made  by  tooth-paste  manufac- 
turers would  not,  in  his  opinion,  sup- 
port a  prosecution  under  the  Merchan- 
dise Marks  Acts. 

London  BJ.F. 

Mr.  A.  R.  W.  Low  (Minister  of 
State,  Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr.  A.  G. 
Bottomley  on  April  10  that  the  num- 
ber of  exhibitors  at  the  London  section 
of  the  British  Industries  Fair  had 
steadily  declined  from  2,309  in  1948  to 
600  in  1955. 

Rating  Revaluation 

Mr.  Duncan  Sandys  (Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government)  told 
Mr.  A.  A.  H.  Marlowe  on  April  10 
that  there  would  be  no  avoidable  delay 
in  reviewing  the  effects  of  rating  re- 
valuation. Indiscriminate  lodging  of 
appeals  such  as  was  being  urged  upon 
shopkeepers  would  postpone  the  time 
when  a  reliable  appraisal  of  the  posi- 
tion could  be  made. 

N.H.S.  Whitley  Councils 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Sir  R.  Grimston  on  April 
16  it  was  proposed  to  add  three  hos- 
pital representatives  to  each  Health 
Service  Whitley  Council.  Representa- 
tion of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Department  of  Health   for  Scotland 


licised  sufficiently.  The  purpose  of  a 
statement  such  as  the  code  of  ethics 
was  to  increase  professional  standing. 
Should  they  start  to  remedy  the  situa- 
tion with  the  students  by  increasing 
their  academic  requirements?  Or  could 
they  introduce  legislation  to  remedy 
the  conditions?  Mr.  G.  Campbell 
thought  they  were  faced  with  the  situa- 
tion in  which  the  pharmacist  could  not 
live  by  the  practice  of  pharmacy  alone, 
and  had  to  enter  the  commercial  world. 
If  they  were  to  stand  by  their  code  of 
ethics  they  must  have  a  dispensing  fee 
that  would  allow  them  to  live  by  the 
practice  of  pharmacy. 

Reports  and  a  New  Constitution 

At  a  business  meeting  of  the  confer- 
ence the  officers  presented  their  reports, 
and  delegates  approved  a  new  constitu- 
tion for  the  Association.  In  the  changes 
a  number  of  anomalies  were  adjusted 
and  the  construction  of  some  sections 
modified  to  secure  financial  advantages. 

A  German  observer,  Mr.  Otto  May, 
who  had  presented  to  the  Association 
a  book  from  German  pharmaceutical 
students  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  14,  p.  251), 
invited  the  B.P.S.A.  to  send  an  observer 
to  the  German  students'  conference  in 
May.

would  be  reduced  by  the  same  number 
on  all  the  Councils  except  the  optical 
and  pharmaceutical,  where  there  were 
special  departmental  interests. 

Students  and  National  Insurance 

Mr.  J.  Boyd-Carpenter  (Minister  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance)  told 
Mr.  John  Paul,  in  a  written  answer 
on  April  16,  that  post-graduate  awards 
for  training  in  research  methods  or  for 
studying  under  supervision  for  such 
higher  degrees  as  Ph.D.  should  nor- 
mally be  treated  as  any  full-time  educa- 
tion, and  excepted,  if  the  holders 
wished,  from  liability  to  pay  contribu- 
tions. Students  who  so  elected  deprived 
themselves  of  advantages  under  the 
National  Insurance  scheme. 

Budget  Proposals 

Among  Budget  proposals  announced 
by  Mr.  Harold  Macmillan  (Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer)  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  April  17  was  an  increase  in  the 
profits  tax  on  distributed  profits  of  2y 
per  cent,  (making  it  30  per  cent.)  and  on 
undistributed  profits  of  j  per  cent, 
(making  it  3  per  cent.),  with  effect  from 
April  1.  Relief  from  tax  is  being  given 
in  respect  of  premiums  paid  to  provide 
retirement  annuities  in  the  case  of  self- 
employed  persons,  controlling  directors 
and  employees  not  in  pensionable  em- 
ployment. Relief  is  limited  to  premiums 
not  exceeding  £500  or  10  per  cent,  of 
earned  income  in  any  one  year.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Ball-point  Patent  Valid 

The  House  of  Lords  on  March  26  dis- 
missed an  appeal  by  H.  Millwood,  Ltd., 
against  a  Court  of  Appeal  judgment 
holding  Patent  No.  564,172  (relating  to 
ball-point  pens)  to  be  valid  and 
infringed.  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd-Jacob 
had  earlier  held  that  the  patent 
(which  relates  particularly  to  the 
nib)  was  invalid.  The  Court  of 
Appeal,  on  the  appeal  of  Mr.  H.  G. 
Martin  as  registered  proprietor,  and 
Biro  Swan,  Ltd.,  as  licensees,  reversed 
that  decision.  The  House  of  Lords  now 
reaffirms  the  judgment  of  the  Court 
of  Appeal. 

Convicted  of  Embezzlement 

At  Banff  sheriff  court,  recently, 
William  Gavin  Alexander,  a  dispenser, 
was  convicted  of  embezzling  £88  from 
the  Banff  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  be- 
tween October  18,  1955,  and  February 
31,  and  sentenced  to  three  months' 
imprisonment.  It  was  stated  that  staff 
employed  in  the  company's  shop  at  57 
Low  Street,  Banff,  noticed  that  Alex- 
ander did  not  enter  up  some  of  the 
sales  he  made.  It  was  mentioned  to  the 
manager,  who  reported  it  to  head- 
quarters. Test  purchases  made  by  in- 
vestigating officers  revealed  that  none 
of  them  was  accounted  for.  Alexander, 
when  interviewed,  admitted  taking  the 
money.  He  said  he  had  been  taking  a 
few  pounds  a  week  for  some  time. 

Morphine  on  Forged  Prescription 

At  Marlborough  Street,  London,  magis- 
trates' court,  recently,  Geoffrey  Camp- 
bell Tempest-Stone,  Paddington,  was 
sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment 
for  obtaining  by  means  of  a  forged 
prescription  gr.  3  of  morphine  hydro- 
chloride for  the  use  of  his  wife. 
Tempest-Stone  pleaded  guilty.  It  was 
stated  that  the  defendant,  who  was  liv- 
ing on  national  assistance,  obtained 
twelve  i-gr.  tablets  of  morphine  from 
a  pharmacy  in  Wigmore  Street  by  pre- 
senting a  prescription  made  out  to  his 
wife  on  headed  notepaper  and  bearing 
the  forged  signature  of  a  doctor.  Next 
evening  he  presented  a  genuine  pre- 
scription for  morphine  from  another 
doctor  and  tried  to  persuade  the  phar- 
macist to  cancel  the  previous  one.  In 
a  statement,  defendant  said  that  his 
wife  was  in  daily  need  of  morphine, 
but  her  doctor  had  stopped  further 
prescriptions  because  he  (defendant) 
was  unable  to  pay  a  daily  bill  for 
10s.  6d.  and  an  outstanding  account 
for  £10  10s. 

Illegal  Possession 

At  Nottingham,  on  March  19,  Herman 
Sylvester  McKay,  a  Jamaican,  20 
Jermyn  Street,  Liverpool,  was  gaoled 
for  a  year  for  being  in  possession  of 
Indian  hemp  without  authority.  He 
pleaded  not  guilty  and  said  the  hemp 
must  have  been  "  planted  "  in  his  lodg- 
ings in  Burns  Avenue,  Nottingham. 
Police  officers  were  said  to  have  raided 
on  December  14,  1955,  a  house  in 
Burns  Avenue,  Nottingham,  which  was 
occupied  by  a  number  of  coloured 
people.  In  a  room  on  the  first  floor  a 
small  brown  paper  package  was  found 
containing  a  small  quantity  of  Indian 


hemp.  McKay  had  previous  convic- 
tions in  Liverpool  and  Swansea  for 
possessing  Indian  hemp.  He  owned  the 
house  in  which  he  lived  in  Liverpool 
and  drew  about  £8  a  week  in  rents. 

An  Indictment  Quashed 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  Lon- 
don,   recently,    Mr.    Justice  Devlin 
quashed  an  indictment  charging  Mat- 
thew   Martin,    London,    S.E.,  John 
William  Marns,  Hadden,  Herts,  and 
George  Bellamy,  London,  W.,  with  con- 
spiracy to  convene  the  provisions  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1951,  and 
Dangerous  Drugs  regulations  by  being 
in  possession  of  raw  opium  on  a  Brit- 
ish   aircraft    between    Bahrein  and 
Singapore.    The   judge's   ground  for 
quashing  the  indictment  was  that  the 
offence  was  not  against  English  law  if 
committed  on  a  British  aircraft  over- 
seas.   He  said  that  the  gist  of  the 
offences  charged  against  the  prisoners 
was  that,  being  persons  employed  as 
personnel  on  British  aircraft,  they  took 
raw  opium  from  Bahrein  to  Singapore. 
His  Lordship  did  not  know  whether 
the  export  and  import  of  raw  opium 
was  permitted  in  Singapore  and  Bah- 
rein or  not.  That  was  irrelevant  to  the 
case,  because  the  defendants  were  not 
arraigned    on    charges    of  offences 
against  the  law  of  Bahrein  and  Singa- 
pore, but  against  the  law  of  England. 
It  was  not  suggested  that  any  of  the 


accused  had  any  authorisation  to  be  in 
possession  of  Dangerous  Drugs. 

Theft  of  Pethidine 

At  Birmingham  on  April  11,  Peter  Lee, 
aged  twenty-one,  Bourneville,  pleaded 
guilty  to  stealing  sixteen  ampoules  of 
pethidine  from  the  Royal  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,     Northfield.     A  detective- 
inspector  said  that  Lee  had  registered 
as  a  conscientious  objector  on  religious 
grounds  early  in  1954.  He  had  worked 
at  three  hospitals  in  the  city  and  at  the 
Woodland  Hospital  was  transferred  to 
operating-theatre  work.  It  was  found 
that  pethidine  was  being  taken  from 
the    locked    drug    cupboard    in  the 
theatre.  The  police  were  informed  and 
the  theatre  sister  kept  a  watch.  At  about 
9  p.m.  on  April  12  she  left  the  theatre 
building,  leaving  Lee  there.  Shortly 
afterwards  she  saw  the  lights  go  on  in 
the  room  in  which  the  hypodermic 
syringes  were  kept.  Lee  later  admitted 
that  he  had  stolen  drugs  that  night. 
He  had  forced  the  cupboard  open  and 
knocked  two  of  the  ampoules  down 
so  that  they  smashed  on  the  floor.  He 
had  taken  a  third  and  injected  it  into 
himself.   In  a  statement,  Lee  said  he 
had  started  taking  pethidine  in  August 
1954  while  a  theatre  orderly  at  the 
Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital.  It  was  mada 
a  condition  of  Lee's  probation  that  he 
should    attend    a    clinic    for  twelve 
months'  treatment.

PORTSMOUTH 

Drugs,  Moods  and  Habits 

Most    drugs    would    lead    to  habit, 
though  few  to  addiction,  said  Profes- 
sor A.  D.  Macdonald  (a  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council) 
addressing  a  recent  joint  meeting  of  the 
Portsmouth  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  and  the  Portsmouth  Chem- 
ical Society.  Most  drugs,  said  Professor 
Macdonald,  were  capable  of  modifying 
the  mood  of  a  patient.  50-75  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  coming  to  doctors'  sur- 
geries had  some  mental  rather  than  an 
organic  disorder.  Was  the  doctor  to 
blame  for  prescribing  drugs  for  their 
treatment?  Some  of  those  cases  sought 
their  escape  in  the  public  house,  some 
in  the  pharmacy;  others  ended  by  going, 
to  the  mental  hospital.  The  ampheta- 
mines proved  to  be  most  effective  when 
used  occasionally  instead  of  regularly; 
they  were  liable  to  cause  addiction.  750 
million  sedative  tablets  were  being  con- 
sumed each  year,  and  15  per  cent,  of 
N.H.S.  prescriptions  were  for  barbi- 
turates. In  recent  years  the  number  of 
cases  of  barbiturate  poisoning  had  risen 
alarmingly,  and  that  fact  was  causing 
much  concern.  Barbiturates  were  use- 
less in  the  alleviation  of  pain,  and 
although  of  great  value  when  used  pro- 
perly, their  continued  use  caused  ad- 
diction in  a  relatively  short  time.  A 
series  of  controlled  efficiency  tests  had 
shown  an  increase  in  efficiency  of  5  per 
cent  with  amphetamines  and  a  decrease 
of  efficiency  of  6  per  cent,  with  alcohol 
and  of  8  per  cent,  with  methyl  pen- 
tynol. 
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TOO  MANY  PHARMACIES  IN  SCOTLAND? 

Scottish  resident  secretary  considers  some  control  desirable 


THERE  were  too  many  pharmacies  in 
Scotland,  said  Dr.  D.  McCaix  (resident 
secretary,  Scottish  Department  of  the 
Pharmaceutical   Society)   at   a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  South- 
western Scottish  Branch  of  the  Society. 
Dr  McCall,  who  was  speaking  on  "  An 
Assessment  of  Present-day  Pharmaceu- 
tical Practice,"  said  the  ratio  of  phar- 
macies per  head  of  population  in  the 
country    to    be    economically  sound, 
should  be  between  1 : 4,500  and  1:5,000, 
but  in  Scotland  it  was  about  1:2,5UU. 
The  result  was  that  the  pharmacist,  in 
order  to  live,  must  develop  his  non- 
pharmaceutical     business.     In  many 
localities  in  Scotland  pharmacies  were 
coming  on  to  the  market  and,  failing 
to  find  a  buyer,  were  being  closed.  A 
better  way  of  dealing  with  the  situa- 
tion would  be  the  exercising  of  some 
control  of  the  "pharmaceutical  list. 
In  countries  where  there  was  limitation 
of  pharmacies,  the  pharmacist's  status 
was  high,  his  remuneration  from  his 
professional  work  was  adequate  and  he 
did  not  have  to  run  a  mixed  business. 


Changes  During  Thirty  Years 

Dr  McCall  referred  to  changes  in 
pharmaceutical  practice  in  the  past 
thirty  years.  In  1925,  said  Dr.  McCall, 
the  skill  of  the  practising  pharmacist 
as  a  compounder  was  being  used  to  a 
fairly  large  extent.  Today  the  pharma- 
cist as  a  craftsman  had  largely  dis- 
appeared and  he  now  required  a  dif- 
ferent kind  of  knowledge.  He  was  deal- 
ing with  drugs  of  great  potency  which 
he  was  required  to  order,  stock,  store 
and  dispense,  but  he  was  not  often 
called  upon  to  compound  them. 

Pharmacists  could  not  be  content  to 
buy   stock,  and  dispense  those  potent 
preparations  and  consider  that  in  doing 
so  they  had  fulfilled  their  duty.  The 
general  medical  practitioner  today  was 
subjected  to  a  bombardment  of  samples 
of  proprietary  medicines  and  literature 
thereon,  and  must  find  it  difficult  to 
keep  himself  au  fait  with  the  composi- 
tion and  actions  of  such  medicines. 
There  was  a  chance  for  the  pharma- 
cist to  step  in  and  put  himself  in  the 
position  to  supply  such  information.  It 
they   failed   to   do   that,  pharmacists 
would    degenerate    into    people  who 
merely  ordered,  stocked,  and  supplied 
medicines  which  had  already  been  com- 
pounded, and  they  could  not  claim  a 
very  high  professional  status  for  such 
a  service.  Already  there  were  indications 
that  new  types  of  medicaments  would 
be  coming  into  general  use.  Ihere 
would  be  an  increasing  use  of  radio- 
isotopes in  medicine,  and  those  sub- 
stances required  specialised  knowledge 
even  to  handle  and  store  them.  It  was 
also  possible  that  there  would  be  de- 
velopments in  the  use  of  pyrogens  as 
therapeutic  agents  and  there  would  be 
a  continuing  and  greater  use  of  syn- 
thetic organic  compounds. 

The  status  of  the  pharmacist,  said 
Dr  McCall,  depended  on  the  standard 
of  his  qualification,  and  the  question  of 
his  education  and  of  the  diploma  or 
degree  that  he  obtained  was  . of  para- 
mount importance.  The  view  had  been 


expressed  that  if  the  pharmacist  was  to 
handle  the  modern  potent  preparations 
and  be  able  to  discuss  them  with  the 
doctor  more  time  would  have  to  be 
devoted  to  physiology  and  pharma- 
cology, while  such  subjects  as  pharma- 
cognosy, less  important  than  formerly, 
might  well  receive  less  prominence  in  the 
future. 

Dr.  McCall  said  that  there  was  room 
for  the  diploma  and  for  the  degree,  and 
there  should  not  be  any  conflict  be- 
tween them.  In  the  course  of  time  the 
degree  might  be  the  accepted  means  of 
entrance  into  the  profession,  but  that 
time  had  not  yet  arrived. 

There  were  advocates  of  a  four-year 
period  of  training  after  the  passing  of 
the  intermediate  examination  —  two 
years'  practical  training  and  two  years' 
academic,  or  three  years'  academic  and 
one  year  practical  training.  If  such  a 
decision  were  taken  retail  chemists 
would  have  to  co-operate  in  giving 
facilities  for  practical  training  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  they  were 
doing  at  present. 

The  chemist  received  approximately 
the  same  percentage  profit  for  selling 
cosmetics,  cameras,  and  other  side-lines 
as  he  was  allowed  by  the  State  for  his 
professional  services.  A  higher  value 
should  be  put  on  his  professional  ser- 
vices. Pharmacists  should  look  for  an 
extension  to  their  professional  duties. 
One  avenue  was  the  further  develop- 
ment of  biochemical  analysis.  Conti- 
nental pharmacists  had  that  as  part  of 
their  professional  work  and  there  might 
be  a  possibility  of  development  in 
Britain,  especially  in  rural  areas. 

If  the  pharmaceutical  profession  had 
a  good  code  of  ethics,  and  would  abide 
by  it  it  would  enhance  their  status  and 


eventually  raise  their  remuneration.  Dis- 
paraging remarks  were  often  made 
about  the  nature  of  the  business  con- 
ducted by  pharmacists.  One  had  only  to 
go  about  the  country  to  see  that  the 
people  who  made  those  remarks  had 
unfortunately  some  justification  for  not 
placing  a  very  high  value  upon  the 
profession. 

Opening  the  discussion,  Mr.  K.  Scat- 
chard  said  it  would  be  a  good  idea  if 
the  colleges  included  ethics  in  their 
curriculum.  Dr.  McCall  said  that  it 
would  be  most  desirable,  but  pharmacy 
had  only  had  a  code  of  ethics  for  a 
few  years,  and  in  mixed  businesses  it 
was  difficult  to  frame  a  code  which 
would  be  comprehensive  and  yet  rea- 
sonable. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Mair  said  that  further 
education  would  not  help  the  retail 
chemist.  No  matter  how  highly  educated 
a  man  was,  once  he  went  into  retail 
pharmacy  his  first  responsibility  was 
to  pay  his  way.  If  he  was  unable  to 
do  that  from  his  professional  work, 
he  had  to  turn  to  other  lines.  There 
was  only  one  solution,  the  curtailment 
of  commercialism  in  pharmacy.  That 
could  only  be  done  by  a  system  of 
limitation. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Lewis  (a  lecturer  at  Glas- 
gow University)  said  that  if  another 
year  was  added  to  the  pharmacy  course, 
he  hoped  it  would  not  be  overcrowded. 
There  was  already  a  tendency  for  the 
pharmacy  student  to  be  so  over- 
burdened that  he  was  left  out  of  the 
normal  run  of  student  activities.  Dr. 
McCall  replied  that  another  year 
would  be  an  advantage  to  the  student. 
It  would  give  him  more  time  to  study 
and  also  leave  him  more  time  for  other 
student  activities. 


SCIENTIFIC  AND  INDUSTRIAL  RESEARCH 


Committee  of  inquiry  recommends  "  better  direction 

The  committee  of  inquiry  concluded 
from  its  investigations  that  the  central 
direction,  under  the  present  organisa- 
tion of  the  scientific  effort  at  the  De- 
partment's stations  was  inadequate  to 
secure  the  most  effective  use  of  the 
resources  in  the  national  interest.  Head- 
quarters determined  allocations  of  man- 
power and  money,  but  they  did  not  and 
could  not  exercise  an  effective  super- 
vision over  priorities  in  the  programmes 
or  over  the  balance  between  them. 
Much  was  started;  but  not  enough  was 
stopped.  As  a  result,  many  of  the  pro- 
grammes had  become  too  diffuse  or  too 
uneven  in  quality.  The  directors  were 
each  authorities  in  their  own  fields  no 
one  scientist,  however  distinguished,  in 
the  capacity  of  secretary,  could  be  ex- 
pected to  exercise  a  tighter  control.  The 
Advisory  Council  was  only  advisory, 
and  though  it  could  have  general  influ- 
ence did  not  control  the  programmes 
Ministerial   control   was   rightly,  and 
necessarily,  light.

THE  report  of  a  commiitee  set  up  to 
inquire  into  the  organisation  and  func- 
tioning of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  states  that 
better  direction  of  the  Departments 
research  activities  is  needed,  and  that 
can  only  be  obtained  "by  introducing 
into  the  chain  of  responsibility,  as  high 
as  may  be,  a  number  of  distinguished 
scientists  and  industrialists  whose  pro- 
fessional authority  will  be  recognised 
by  all  concerned  and  particularly  by  the 
directors  of  the  Department.  The  Com- 
mittee considers  that  an  executive  coun- 
cil on  the  lines  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  or  the  Agricultural  Research 
Council  would  be  the .  right  solution 
rather  than  a  strengthening  of  the  status 
of  the  Advisory  Council." 

Effect  to  that  recommendation  oi  tne 
committee,  which  was  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Sir  Harry  Jephcott  (chair- 
man and  managing  director,  Glaxo 
Laboratories,  Ltd.),  has  been  given  by 
the  Government's  decision  to  place  tne 
Department  under  an  executive  council, 
the  "  Research  Council."  A  Bill  to  im- 
plement that  decision  was  given  a  first 
reading  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  March 
20. 
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HEALTH  ACT  SERVICES  IN  IRISH  REPUBLIC 

Society's  president  explains  what  new  extensions  mean  to  pharmacists 


McGrath 


WITH  the  coming  into  operation  of 
the  extended  Health  Services  for 
middle-income  group  people  all  over 
the  Republic  of  Ireland  on  April  1, 
there  would  ap- 
pear to  be  a 
great  deal  of 
.misunder- 
standing 
amongst  phar- 
macists —  par- 
ticularly in  rural 
areas  —  as  to 
what  those  ex- 
tensions mean, 
and  the  extent 
of  their  impact 
on  retail  phar- 
macy. Fears 
held  in  some 
parts  of  the 
South  and  West 
that  the  extensions  would  deprive  the 
chemist  of  much  of  his  existing  busi- 
ness are  groundless.  To  put  the  matter 
in  perspective  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist invited  the  president  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  (Mr.  P.  F. 
McGrath),  who  is  also  the  Society's 
representative  on  the  newly  appointed 
National  Health  Council,  to  explain 
the  position. 

Mr.  McGrath  made  clear  what  the 
terms  "  lower-income  group "  and 
"  middle-income  group "  mean  when 
used  in  the  Health  Acts.  The  first 
means  all  those  who  are  unable  to 
provide  any  medical  or  surgical  ser- 
vices for  themselves  through  lack  of 
monetary  resources,  and  who  are  ac- 
cordingly issued  by  the  Health  Author- 
ity in  their  area  with  cards  entitling 
them  to  free  medical  services  and  free 
medicines  from  the  public  dispensary. 
Those  persons  are  analogous  to  the  old 
Poor  Law  Dispensary  class. 

The  "  middle-income  group  "  is  made 
up  of  (a)  persons  and  their  dependants 
who  are  insured  under  the  Social  Wel- 
fare Act,  1952 — that  is  they  are  in  re- 
ceipt of  a  salary  or  wages  of  less  than 
£600  a  year,  irrespective  of  what  the 
total  family  income  may  be;  (b)  persons 
whose  total  yearly  means  is  under  £600 
— that  would  include  persons  operating 
a  business  of  their  own;  (c)  farmers  or 
persons  deriving  their  income  mainly 
from  the  land,  whose  valuation  (in- 
cluding buildings)  does  not  exceed  £50; 
and  (d)  persons  who  cannot,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Health  Authority,  pro- 
vide medical  and  surgical  services  for 
themselves  "  without  undue  hardship." 
For  group  (b)  "  yearly  means  "  includes 
not  only  the  means  or  earnings  of  a 
husband  and  wife,  but  also  the  incomes 
of  any  unmarried  children  or  step- 
children living  with  the  family. 

Before  April  1,  Mr.  McGrath  em- 
phasised, the  Health  Act  operated, 
owing  to  objections  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession, only  in  certain  counties  in  the 
Republic;  it  will  now  operate  in  every 
part  of  the  State. 

Under  the  Act  as  now  operating, 
people  in  the  lower-income  group  get 
all  their  medical  services  and  medicines 
free,  as  they  did  under  the  Poor  Law 


Acts.  In  the  maternity  service  there 
is  the  difference  that,  if  a  lower-income 
group  mother,  who  has  now  freedom 
of  choice,  decides  to  have  a  doctor 
other  than  the  District  Medical  Officer, 
then  the  doctor  she  chooses  can  write 
prescriptions  enabling  her  to  obtain 
medicines  and  minor  appliances  from 
a  chemist  during  pregnancy,  and  for 
both  mother  and  child  for  six  weeks 
after  the  birth.  The  medicines  will  be 
paid  for  by  the  local  Health  Authority 
according  to  a  scale  of  prices  agreed 
upon  between  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
tion and  the  Department  of  Health,  and 
prescriptions  when  filled  should  be  sent 
to  the  I.D.A.  for  pricing.  During  the 
past  year  about  15,000  of  those  pre- 
scriptions have  passed  through  the 
I.D.A.  Pricing  Bureau  from  the  few 
areas  in  which  the  Act  was  being 
worked.  Mr.  McGrath  stressed  that 
that  is  new  business  for  the  pharmacist  : 
it  never  came  to  him  before. 

The  important  thing  to  bear  in  mind 
about  the  middle-income  group,  said 
Mr.  McGrath,  was  that  those  people 
do  not  get  free  medicines  except  while 
they  are  patients  in  a  public  hospital. 
As  patients  at  the  extern  or  out- 
patients' department  of  a  public  hos- 
pital they  can  receive  free  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  but  no  free  medi- 
cines. The  doctor  must  write  a  pre- 
scription, and  the  middle-class  patient 
must  obtain  his  medicine  from  his 
chemist  as  an  ordinary  customer.  While 
the  patient  is  in  a  public  hospital  the 
Health  Authority  will  pay  a  capitation 
grant  for  him  or  her,  but  if  the  Author- 


ity is  of  opinion  that  the  patient  can 
afford  some  payment  he  may  be  re- 
quired to  pay  up  to  a  maximum  of  6s. 
a  day  towards  the  cost  of  hospital 
treatment.  Should  the  middle-group 
patient  decide  to  go  to  a  private  hos- 
pital or  nursing  home,  then  the  Health 
Authority  will  pay  a  capitation  grant 
towards  the  cost,  but  the  patient  must 
pay  for  all  his  own  medicines. 

Where  maternity  patients  of  the 
middle-income  group  have  a  confine- 
ment at  home  they  are  entitled  to  a 
free  medical  service  and  maternity  pack, 
but  not  to  free  medicines.  If  the  ex- 
pectant mother  in  the  middle  group 
decides  to  go  to  a  «ursing  home,  the 
local  Health  Authority  pays  a  capita- 
tion grant,  but  there  is  no  free  matern- 
ity pack.  Doctors  attending  middle- 
group  maternity  cases  may  obtain  on 
prescription  from  chemists  taking  part 
in  the  scheme  such  drugs  for  use  at 
birth  as  ergometrine,  chloroform, 
pethidine,  etc. 

Mr.  McGrath  pointed  out  that  the 
Minister  for  Health  had  sent  a 
memorandum  to  local  Health  Authori- 
ties indicating  that  the  Authority  could 
supply  maternity  packs  from  its  own 
stocks,  or  could  make  arrangements 
to  have  them  supplied  by  pharmacists 
in  the  area.  It  was  up  to  each  local 
Chemists'  Association  to  make  contact 
with  its  county  managers  and  come  to 
an  arrangement  with  them  whereby 
chemists  would  supply  the  packs.  A 
suggested  figure  and  list  of  contents  is 
being  circulated  by  the  Irish  Drug  Asso- 
ciation to  all  its  members.

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Educational  Planning  by  Instalments 

The  educational  policy  subcommittee  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Council  has  issued  an  interim  report  (p. 
301).  No  harm,  surely,  in  that.  Everybody  likes  to 
hear  how  a  committee  is  getting  along  and  to  know  that 
it  really  is  functioning. 

But  this  was  a  committee  charged  to  study  the  whole 
field  of  educational  policy  and  above  all  to  see  the 
thing  whole.  Over  the  years  members  of  the  Society 
had  found  their  eyes  focusing  more  and  more  on  the 
trees  of  the  syllabus,  the  branches  of  the  examination 
regulations,  and  even  on  the  twigs  of  clauses  and  sub- 
clauses. When  the  Education  Committee  appointed 
some  of  its  number,  plus  co-opted  expert  verderers,  to 
get  outside  and  have  a  good  look  at  the  wood  itself 
from  every  aspect,  their  decision  to  do  so  was  endorsed 
and  applauded  as  opportune  and  wise.  Was  the  wood 
spreading  too  much  in  one  direction?  Was  it  in  con- 
flict anywhere  with  other  features  of  the  landscape? 
The  subcommittee  could  study  questions  which  others 
were  too  preoccupied  to  examine  for  themselves. 

In  the  interim  report  there  is,  unfortunately,  no  picture 
of  what  the  forest  could  become.  Instead  the  committee 
has  asked  that  one  old  oak — perhaps  not  one  that  had 
any  special  symmetry  or  charm — should  be  pulled  down 
and  in  its  place  a  young  sapling — quite  an  attractive 
one — planted.  There  is  nothing  final  in  that,  they  say. 
"  If  you  don't  like  it  when  you  see  it  you  can  easily 
uproot  it." 

But  it  is  not  the  sort  of  recommendation  members  of 
the  Society  wanted,  at  least  at  this  stage.  Even  Aaron, 
who  for  his  sins  was  not  to  enter  the  Promised  Land, 
was  allowed  a  glimpse  of  what  it  was  to  look  like. 
Admittedly  the  subcommittee  has  one  little  grievance 
against  the  Council.  "  You  have  been  critical,"  they 
say,  "  of  the  long  time  we  have  been  taking  over  our 
survey  and  have  asked  for  some  evidence  that  we  are 
doing  our  job."  Even  so,  they  are  hardly  reasonable  in 
demanding  a  prompt  yes  or  no  to  their  recommendation. 
Wisely,  we  think,  the  Council  has  asked  for  time  to 
contemplate  it. 

But  even  a  month's  delay  will  not  really  enable  it 
to  make  a  proper  judgment.  What  is  the  ultimate  pat- 
tern? There  is  more  than  a  suspicion  that  one  proposal, 
namely  that  students  whose  academic  studies  last  only 
two  years  shall  have  two  years'  practical  work  in  a 
pharmacy  or  pharmaceutical  department,  whereas  those 
who  have  had  three  years  at  college  need  spend  only 
one  year  on  the  equivalent  of  an  apprenticeship,  will 


intensify  still  further  the  tendency  for  too  many  students 
to  equip  themselves  for  an  academic  or  manufacturing 
career,  and  too  few  for  life  in  a  pharmacy.  It  would 
be  better  for  everybody  to  be  told  what  sort  of  profes- 
sion the  educators  are  aiming  to  create — and  why — 
before  too  many  detailed  decisions  are  taken,  even 
though  those  decisions  may  be  theoretically  capable  of 
being  rescinded.

The  recent  announcement  by  the  Postmaster-General 
setting  out  the  new  telephone  and  postal  charges  will 
affect  almost  all  types  of  businesses  but  there  is  one 
aspect  that  is  of  special  concern  to  pharmacists.  All 
will  recall  the  poison  rule  which  requires,  in  certain  cir- 
cumstances, that  schedule  1  poisons  when  sent  by  post 
shall  be  registered.  After  July  1,  therefore,  many  thou- 
sands of  packets  going  out  daily  from  wholesalers  to 
doctors  and  from  pharmacies  to  their  customers  will  be 
subject  to  a  minimum  charge — for  registered  packets — 
of  one  shilling.  The  new  rate  will  bear  with  almost 
penal  heaviness  on  small  orders  for  ethical  products  to 
meet  urgent  demands  under  the  National  Health  Service, 
and  it  seems  incongruous  that  a  medical  member  of  the 
Government,  albeit  in  a  non-medical  capacity,  has  taken 
an  action  that  may  be  instrumental  in  increasing  the 
cost  of  the  N.H.S.  drug  bill.  So  far  as  we  know  no  other 
trader  is  compelled  to  make  use  of  the  Registered  Post 
service  whatever  the  cost,  and  we  feel  there  is  a  good 
case  for  making  a  reduction  in  the  rate  for  packets  dis- 
patched in  accordance  with  a  statutory  requirement. 

Control  of  Therapeutic  Substances 

The  Therapeutic  Substances  Bill,  having  gone  through 
the  prescribed  Parliamentary  procedure,  emerged  last 
month  as  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1956.  The 
only  change  from  the  Bill  that  we  can  detect  is  that 
the  Bill  when  published  indicated  that  the  title  would  be 
the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1955.  Apparently  that 
was  over-optimistic  anticipation,  for  the  statute  date  is 
actually,  and  correctly,  1956.  The  new  Act  merely  brings 
together,  unchanged,  the  controls  set  out  in  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act,  1925,  the  Penicillin  Act,  1947, 
Penicillin  (Merchant  Ships)  Act,  1951,  and  Therapeutic 
Substances  (Prevention  of  Misuse)  Act,  1953.  The  hope 
will  be  felt  by  all  those  in  industry  who  are  affected  by 
the  Therapeutic  Substances  legislation  that  an  early 
attempt  will  be  made  to  consolidate  the  regulations  that 
were  introduced  under  the  repealed  Acts,  for  without 
such  consolidation  the  present  bringing  together  of  legis- 
lation produces  nothing  of  value. 

The  D  Plan 

Members  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
have  been  trying  to  give  themselves  more  elbow  room 
so  that  they  may  sit  in  greater  comfort,  and,  perhaps, 
so  that  a  member  in  his  haste  to  put  up  the  in-camera 
"  flag  "  shall  not  accidentally  jab  his  neighbour  in  doing 
so.  At  present,  members  sit  round  a  long  oval  table 
occupying  practically  the  entire  length  of  the  graceful 
first-floor  Council  chamber  that  overlooks  Bloomsbury 
Square.  A  little  additional  room  has  been  provided  by 
excrescences  of  peculiar  shape  that  have  been  added 
at  each  end  of  the  table.  The  president,  like  the  Prime 
Minister  at  Cabinet  meetings,  sits  in  the  middle  of  one 
side  of  the  table,  with  his  back  to  the  empty  grate  but 
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away  from  the  draughty  windows.  He  is  singled  out 
from  the  other  members  by  his  chain  of  office,  by 
having  the  only  chair  with  arms  to  it,  and  by  having 
in  front  of  him  a  small  lectern  which  he  can  hit  with 
his  pestle-and-mortar  gavel.  The  Establishment  Com- 
mittee, which  had  been  asked  to  investigate  seating 
arrangements,  put  on,  at  the  April  Council  meeting,  a 
mantlepiece  display  to  illustrate  two  possible  new 
arrangements  that  would  give  members  more  room. 
One  scheme  provides  for  a  wide  circular  table  with  a 
space  in  the  middle.  The  other  would  put  the  president 
on  a  raised  dais  that  would  form  the  bar  of  the  letter 
D  the  remainder  of  which  would  be  a  U-shaped  table 
for  the  rest  of  the  Council.  Mr.  Heseltine  was  not 
completely  happy  about  either  plan.  "  Sometimes  when 
we  meet  here,"  he  said,  "  we  are  discussing  how  to  save 
money  "  For  that  reason  he  hoped  the  Council  would 
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not  be  too  eager  to  reseat  itself  more  comfortably. 
Another  objection  was  that  the  present  room  had  a 
dignity  about  it.  He  did  not  want  it  turned  into  "a 
glorified  cinema  or  snack  bar  or  something  like  that." 
The  president  and  Dr.  Young  (chairman  of  the  Establish- 
ment Committee)  both  assured  him  that  there  would  be 
no  haste.  They  did  not  comment  on  the  other  remark,  and 
indeed  members  of  Council  are  hardly  likely,  we  trust, 
to  banish  the  trolley  and  its  attendant  stewards  that  are 
in  evidence  at  coffee  time  in  favour  of  a  contraption  of 
gleaming  levers  and  hisses  or  to  replace  the  present  dig- 
nified canvases  of  past  presidents  with  modernistic 
prints  on  futuristic  walls.  Stereophonic  sound  might, 
however,  offer  some  advantages,  because,  as  Dr.  Young 
hinted,  members  are  not  always  as  audible  as  they  might 
be,  even  when  they  take  the  air  shielded  by  the  flag. 
At  the  moment  the  D-plan  has  it.

Ethics  and  Handicaps 

Sir, — It  would  appear  now,  in  Nor- 
thern Ireland  anyhow,  that  all  retail 
pharmacists,    whether  long-established 
in  business  or  just  opening  shop,  must 
have  a  fully  equipped  dispensary,  with 
adequate  stocks  of  drugs,  antibiotics, 
etc    so  as  to  provide  a  full  prescription 
service.  Note  that  that  is  not  the  law 
of  the  land.  It  is  laid  down  in  the  "  code 
of   ethics"   of  the  Northern  Ireland 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  That  raises  an 
important  issue.     It  compels  virtually 
every  pharmacist  in  business  to  become 
a  contractor  for  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions,  otherwise  it  is  ques- 
tionable whether  it  would  pay  him  to 
carry   full   stocks   of  antibiotics,  etc. 
Many  pharmacists,  especially  in  the  cen- 
tres of  cities,  whose  sales  are  principally 
of    cosmetics,     "patent"  medicines, 
tooth-pastes,  and  general  sundries,  pos- 
sibly don't  want  to  become  National 
Health  Service  contractors.  Others,  to 
avoid   becoming   civil   servants,  with 
compulsory    rota    duties,  prescription 
coding,  underpaid  terms  of  remunera- 
tion etc.,  may  want  to  avoid  beceming

contractors.  Surely,  in  a  democracy,  that 
is  no  crime.  I  submit  that  that  is  not 
illegal.  But,  with  the  Northern  Ireland 
Pharmaceutical    Society's    "code  of 
ethics  "  as  it  is,  what  option  have  they? 
So  far  as  I  can  see  the  only  option  is  to 
open  a  herbal  store,  which  immediately 
means  that  the  pharmacist  must  resign 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  as  it 
is  also  unethical  to  have  a  share  in  any 
herbal  store  or  business.  That  in  turn 
raises  another  important  issue.  Assum- 
ing a  qualified  pharmacist  who,  because

EDUCATION  SUBCOMMITTEE'S  PROPOSALS 

Intermediate  examination  before  any  practical  training 


The  educational  policy  subcommittee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Education  Committee  has  recommended  that  "  the 
policy  the  Council  has  advocated  for  more  than  twenty 
years  " — that  a  student  should  complete  his  knowledge  of 
basic  sciences  before  commencing  professional  studies — 
should  be  made  compulsory.  The  recommendation  was 
made  in  an  interim  report  by  the  subcommittee  that  was 
before  the  Council  at  its  meeting  in  London  on  April  10. 
Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  (chairman  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee) moved  that  regulations  should  be  prepared  to  give 
effect  to  the  proposals  set  out  in  the  interim  report. 

Knowledge  of  Basic  Sciences 

The  subcommittee  considers  that  the  student  should  be 
eligible  for  registration  as  a  "  student  "  only  when  he  has 
completed  his  knowledge  of  basic  sciences,  for  that  is  the 
stage  at  which  it  should  be  evident  whether  he  or  she  is 
likely  to  succeed  in  his  professional  studies.  The  report 
suggests  that,  to  enable  the  student  to  provide  evidence  of 
his  knowledge  of  basic  sciences,  the  Society  should  continue 
to  hold  an  examination  in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology, 
the  standard  of  the  examination  to  remain  roughly  as  in 
the  present  Intermediate  examination,  but  the  examination 
to  be  known  as  the  Entrance  examination.  Practical  train- 
ing would  be  undergone  after  registration  as  student.  The 
present  system  of  approving  courses  of  instruction  leading 
to  the  examination  would  be  discontinued.  The  General 
Certificate  of  Education  at  ordinary  or  advanced  level  in 
five  subjects  taken  on  the  same  occasion,  or  otherwise  in 
six  subjects,  three  of  the  subjects  in  either  case  to  be  English 
language,  mathematics  and  a  language  other  than  English 
would  be  required,  the  exemption  provision  remaining  un- 
altered. There  would  be  comparable  requirements  in  respect 
of  Scottish  education. 

Pending  full  consideration  of  the  final  course  of  study, 
it  is  proposed  that  practical  training,  and  the  course  at  a 
school  of  pharmacy  for  degree  or  diploma,  should  occupy 
four  years,  not  less  than  one  year  being  devoted  to  practical 
training.  Thus  a  two-year  final  course  would  require  a  two- 
year  practical  training. 

Practical  training  would  be  either  wholly  before  the  final 
course,  or  wholly  after  it,  or  partly  before  and  partly  after. 
No  period  of  less  than  six  months'  practical  training  would 
be  recognised,  except  that,  if  the  whole  of  the  practical 
training  required  were  undergone  at  one  establishment,  a 
student  might  receive  credit  for  periods  of  not  less  than 
eight  weeks'  practical  training  in  the  summer  vacations.  The 
Committee  also  proposed  that  articles  of  pupilage  and  ap- 
proval of  premises  should  be  discontinued.  Mr.  C.  W. 
Macfarlane  dissented  from  the  recommendation  that  would 
prevent  apprenticeship  from  being  served  before  the  candi- 
date had  passed  in  basic  sciences. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Howells  (treasurer),  who  suggested 
deferring  the  drafting  of  regulations  until  the  final  report 
was  received,  Mr.  Maplethorpe  said  that  the  present  report 
settled  a  number  of  points  that  the  Council  had  had  in  mind 
for  years,  and  that  the  Committee  would  not  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  make  major  alterations  to  the  final  course  or  sylla- 
buses for  a  considerable  time.  It  would  be  at  least  another 
year  before  the  committee  could  make  final  proposals. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  said  that  the  present  document 
made  proposals  that  were  fundamental  to  the  future  of  the 
Society's  educational  policy,  and  as  the  members  of  Council 
had  received  it  only  a  few  days  previously  he  moved  that 
the  matter  should  be  deferred  for  one  month.  Mr.  W.  T. 
Elder  seconded.  Mr.  Maplethorpe  said  the  report  was 
a  simple  document,  and  he  should  have  thought  that  Coun- 
cil members  knew  all  the  implications  and  would  be  ready 


to  go  ahead.  The  subcommittee  had  held  ten  meetings,  and 
members  of  the  Society  had  been  asking  whether  and  when 
they  were  going  to  do  anything.  Mr.  T.  Reid  suggested  that 
it  would  be  easier  to  understand  what  was  proposed  when 
the  draft  regulations  were  available  side  by  side  with  the 
principles. 

Mr.  Macfarlane  thought  the  report  a  complex  document, 
proposing  far-reaching  changes.  Although  the  syllabus  for 
the  final  examination  had  not  been  decided,  the  Council 
was  being  asked  to  pass  the  report  now,  and  students  would 
be  asked  to  enter  for  something  that  they  did  not  know. 
He  disagreed  also  with  the  proposal  to  disallow  apprentice- 
ship until  after  the  Entrance  examination.  It  had  been  said 
that  apprenticeship  interrupted  the  candidate's  education, 
but  he  took  the  contrary  view.  Pharmacists  were  just  as 
good  judges  of  potential  pharmacists  as  were  teachers :  they 
were  not  merely  interested  in  boys  or  girls  who  could  pass 
examinations,  but  in  people  who  were  going  to  be  good 
pharmacists.  He  had  heard  Mr.  Maplethorpe  on  many  oc- 
casions say  that  members  had  urged  him  to  cut  out  the 
choice  of  taking  practical  training  before  or  after  academic 
training,  and  that  he  had  agreed  with  them.  Yet  in  that 
document  entrants  were  not  only  left  with  the  same  choice 
as  before  but  found  another  added  that  would  lead  to 
chaos — the  choice  of  doing  two  months'  work  during  the 
summer  holidays  as  part  of  the  practical  training. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  said  that  the  Council  would  do 
well  to  accept  the  report  and  the  recommendation. 

Mr.  M.  Jackson  urged  some  safeguard  limiting  the  num- 
ber of  apprentices  for  which  each  pharmacist  could  be 
responsible. 

Mr.  Maplethorpe  replied  that  his  preference  was  for 
practical  training  to  be  post-academic  only,  but  he  recog- 
nised that  there  were  other  valid  views,  and  the  committee's 
proposal  was  a  compromise.  Mr.  Macfarlane's  view  was  not 
that  of  the  Scottish  Executive.  The  approval  of  premises 
had  been  undertaken  for  about  eleven  years,  and  in  that 
period  only  twenty-five  sets  of  premises  had  been  rejected 
as  unsuitable.  It  was  even  debatable  whether  the  rejected 
premises  were  unsuitable. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  asked  about  the  many  that  had  been 
brought  up  to  the  standard  required,  and  Mr.  Maplethorpe 
thought  that  that  was  a  result  of  general  inspection.  A 
safeguard  on  the  number  of  apprentices  for  whom  one  phar- 
macist could  be  responsible  could  be  included  in  the  regula- 
tions. If  the  recommendation  were  approved,  the  Council 
would  only  be  giving  authority  to  the  office  to  prepare 
draft  regulations.  Those  would  have  to  go  to  the  Education 
Committee,  and  thence  to  the  Council,  before  being  ap- 
proved. There  was  no  question  of  anything  irrevocable  being 
done  now.  The  draft  regulations  would  also  go  to  the 
Scottish  Executive. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  said  the  matter  had  been  under 
discussion  by  the  subcommittee  since  December  1954,  and 
it  was  unfair  to  ask  the  Council  to  approve  a  document 
that  had  been  in  their  hands  for  only  three  or  four  days. 

The  amendment  to  defer  consideration  was  approved. 

The  President  reported  with  regret  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
H.  M.  Hirst  (see  C.  &  £>.,  March  31,  p.  222),  and  Mr.  A.  H. 
Ware  (see  C.  &  D.,  March  17,  p.  194). 

Film  on  Radioactive  Materials 

The  Education  Committee  considered  whether  an  educa- 
tion film  on  the  handling  of  radioactive  materials  and 
chemically-processed  radioactive  isotopes  should  be  pre- 
pared for  students  and  pharmacists.  The  committee  asked 
Professors  H.  Berry  and  H.  Brindle,  and  Messrs.  H.  S. 
Grainger  and  D.  W.  Hudson,  with  Mr.  D.  F.  Lewis,  to 
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report  to  the  committee  on  the  nature  and  scope  of  the 
subject. 

The  Codex  Revision  Committee  made  the  following  re- 
commendations arising  from  a  suggestion  made  to  the  Coun- 
cil by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1955  that  the  Society  might 
ask  members  to  place  warning  labels  on  packages  of  bone 
acid  and  preparations  containing  significant  proportions  of  it. 

(1)  That  pharmacists  should  be  warned  not  to  sell  bone  acid 
as  such  for  use  as  a  dusting-powder. 

(2)  That  dusting-powder  containing  more  than  5  per  cent,  ot 
boric  acid  should  be  labelled :  "  Not  to  be  applied  to  raw  or 
weeping  surfaces."  , 

(3)  That  glycerin  of  borax  and  honey  of  borax  should  be 
labelled:  "  To  be  used  sparingly." 

The  Committee  had  also  submitted  amended  wording  for 
the  action  and  uses  section  of  the  monograph  on  borax  in 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  The  Council  adopted 
the  recommendations  and  authorised  publication  of  the 
amendment  (p.  285).  • 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Franco-British  Pharmaceutical 
Commission  two  English  lecturers  are  visiting  Rennes, 
Angers  and  Tours  from  May  28  to  June  2.  Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger  is  speaking  on  "  The  System  of  Controlling  Poisons 
in  Great  Britain,"  and  Dr.  G.  Brownlee  on  «  Antibiotics 
and  Host  Resistance  to  Infection."  The  Council  appointed 
Mr  Granville  Shaw  its  official  representative  at  the  Com- 
mission's Congress  at  Folkestone  on  June  J 8  The .report _of 
the  British  section  of  the  Commission  stated  that  275  British 
pharmacists  have  been  enrolled  as  associate  members  It 
was  reported  that  Professor  Guillot  had  succeeded  Pro- 
fessor Fabre  on  the  French  section.  All  amendments  to 
motions  for  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  on  May  17 
were  reported  accepted,  except  one  that  appeared  to  carry 
the  same  meaning  as  the  motion  to  which  it  referred. 


The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee's  report 
showed  that  grants  amounting  to  £271  had  been  made  to 
two  widows,  four  members,  a  former  member,  and  a  de- 
pendant of  a  member.  Recommendations  for  grants  amount- 
ing to  £311  to  two  other  members  and  one  widow  were 
approved.  Six  special  grants  amounting  to  £194  from  the 
Benevolent  Fund  and  £76  from  the  Orphan  Fund  for 
specific  purposes  were  made.  From  the  War  Aid  Fund  a 
grant  of  £156  was  authorised.  The  quarterly  report  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  showed  that  thirty-five  grants,  amounting 
to  £1,607,  were  made  in  the  first  three  months  of  1956, 
against  thirty-four  grants  and  £2,735  in  the  same  period  of 
1955.  Income  of  the  fund  in  the  quarter  was  £10,222  (sub- 
scriptions £5,045),  against  £6,546  (subscriptions  £4,719)  in 
the  March  quarter  of  1955.  The  Committee  reported  re- 
ceipt of  a  legacy  of  £100  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mr.  G.  W.  Bailey,  Spalding. 

The  warden's  report  stated  that,  in  the  month  to  March 
16,  there  were  twenty-five  guests  at  Birdsgrove  House  for  an 
aggregate  of  thirty-nine  weeks,  against  twenty-six  guests 
and  forty-one  weeks  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1955. 

Thirty-one  persons  were  reported  registered  as  "  student  ■' 
in  March,  making  a  total  of  125  in  the  year,  against  174 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1955.  Nine  names  had  been 
restored,  and  the  Council  approved  the  restoration  of  one 
name  removed  more  than  ten  years  ago.  Thirteen  applica- 
tions for  registration  under  reciprocal  arrangements  were 
approved;  two  other  applications  would  be  accepted  on  pro- 
duction of  documents  and  payment  of  fees. 

The  Law  Committee  reported  that  in  February  the  Soci- 
ety's inspectors  and  agents  had  visited  1,169  authonsed 
sellers,  243  listed  sellers,  and  451  drug-store  proprietors  and 
similar  traders. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  held  in  Dublin  on  February  10,  Mr.  P.  t. 
McGrath  (president)  was  in  the  chair.  Also  present  were 
Messrs.  M.  Power  (vice-president),  H.  P.  CoIrlgan 
(treasurer),  G.  C.  O'Neill,  E.  McSweeney,  A  A^  Toher, 
T  B  O'Sullivan,  F.  J.  Robinson,  C.  J.  Cremen,  V.  McElwee, 
D  J  Kennelly,  F.  Loughman,  M.  Costello,  T.  C.  Scott, 
and  J.  P.  Kissane.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received 
from  Messrs.  J.  Gleeson  and  J.  J.  O'Regan. 

The  President,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  offered  sym- 
pathy to  Mr.  Costello  on  the  death  of  his  father. 

Pay  of  Army  Pharmacists 

A  reply  from  the  Department  of  Defence  to  the  repre- 
sentations that  pharmacists  in  the  army  should  receive  the 
same  pay  and  conditions  as  the  other  professions  stated 
that  no  change  could  be  made  in  the  regulations  at  present 
in  force  Mr.  Loughman  said  that  the  Council  should 
ask  on  what  grounds  the  Army  authorities  declined  to  give 
pharmacists  the  same  status  as  the  other  professions.  Mr. 
Costello  suggested  that  the  Society  should  make  contact 
with  the  responsible  Minister.  It  was  agreed  to  pursue  the 
matter. 

Visitors  were  appointed  to  the  forthcoming  Licence 
examinations.  The  Registrar  (Mr.  James  G  Coleman 
B  L)  reported  that  forty-one  students  had  entered  for  Part  1 
and  seventy-six  for  Part  II.  The  Irish  Branch,  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association,  was  granted  the  use  of  the  Society  s 
premises  for  its  examinations.  Plans  and  provisional  figures 
for  the  building  of  a  proposed  new  laboratory  were  sub- 
mitted, and  the  Council  decided  to  invite  tenders  from 
builders. 

The  following  who  submitted  L.A.H.  certificates  were 
granted  registration  as  pharmaceutical  chemists:  Drs. 
Raymond  B.  McQuillan,  Newcastle,  Galway;  Daniel  C. 


O'Sullivan,  Kilbeggan,  co.  Westmeath;  Samuel  N.  C.  Smith, 
101  Terenure  Road,  Dublin,  and  Rustomjee  Sorabjee, 
Durban,  South  Africa. 

The  reports  of  the  House,  Schools,  Law  and  Certificates 
and  Declaration  Committees  were  submitted  and  approved. 

Mr  Power  gave  instances  of  samples  of  ethical  and 
proprietary  preparations  addressed  by  manufacturers  to 
medical  practitioners  getting  into  lay  hands.  Some  had 
been  addressed  to  doctors  who  had  long  left  addresses  to 
which  the  packets  were  directed.  As  a  result,  lay  people 
were  taking  potent  drugs  without  medical  direction.  That 
matter  should  be  taken  up  with  Department  officials.  Mr. 
Kennelly  said  that  he  had  been  informed  of  a  growing 
tendency  among  medical  specialists  of  giving  patients  a  slip 
bearing  the  name  of  a  preparation  instead  of  writing  a 
prescription  for  it.  Mr.  McElwee  thought  that  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  should  take  up  that  matter  with  the  manu- 
facturers.  The  President  said  the  matter  would  be  looked 

'"mr  p  O'Briain  (the  Society's  liaison  officer)  stated  that 
he  had  visited  sixty-three  pharmacies  in  the  Midlands. 
There  were  complaints  of  sulphonamide  and  other  prepara- 
tions being  sold  by  non-chemists,  and  in  one  area  a  doctor 
wrote  the  name  of  a  preparation  so  that  the  patient  should 
not  have  to  pay  a  dispensing  fee.  In  Limerick  he  had  lec- 
tured to  nurses  on  forensic  pharmacy.  The  President 
commented  that  in  the  West  of  Ireland  pharmacists  were 
pleased  with  the  way  in  which  Mr.  O'Briain  had  carried 
out  his  duties. 

Mr  McGrath  said  that  the  programme  for  the  1956 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  was 
complete,  and  the  Council  was  satisfied  that  the  Hall  at 
University  College,  Dublin,  would  suit  the  big  functions. 
A  list  was  circulated  of  the  guests  it  was  proposed  to  invite 
to  the  Conference  banquet.  Mr.  Corrigan,  reporting  on 
donations  for  the  Conference  Fund,  said  that  the  response 
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from  Irish  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  was  good. 

The  President  stressed  that  applications  from  members 
wishing  to  attend  the  Conference  should  be  in  by  July  4. 
The  president  said  that  he  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
West  of  Ireland  Chemists'  Association  and  had  heard  their 
views  on  the  proposed  pharmacy  legislation. 

Vaccine  Testing 

A  letter  from  Dr.  R.  Timoney  (dean  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy)  stated  that  doctors  in  charge  of  public  institu- 
tions were  anxious  that  the  Society  should  set  up  a  labora- 
tory for  testing  vaccines,  and  that  there  was  every  facility 
in  the  College  for  carrying  out  such  tests.  Mr.  Kennelly 
said  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  College  to  carry  out 
those  tests.  Mr.  Costello  pointed  out  that  in  Belgium 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  the  statutory  authority  for 
carrying  out  tests  of  all  medicaments.  Manufacturers  had 
to  submit  for  testing  samples  of  products  they  intended 
marketing  as  medicaments.  The  Council  agreed  that  the 
officers  should  investigate  the  matter. 

A  motion  dealing  with  financial  procedure  was  adopted. 
The  Licence  certificate  of  Mr.  Thomas  Kelly  was  signed  and 
sealed.  Mr.  Peter  Patrick  Paul  Hayes  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber. Mr.  John  Harnett,  Main  Street,  Abbeyfeale,  co. 
Limerick;  Dr.  Raymond  Bernard  McQuillan,  Newcastle, 
Galway  City;  and  Miss  Mary  Patricia  Murphy,  54  St. 
Lawrence  Road,  Clontarf,  Dublin,  were  nominated  for 
membership. 


Limerick  Lectures 

Mr.  Power  reported  on  two  lectures  given  in  Limerick 
by  Mr.  Christopher  O'Connor  (a  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  College  of  Pharmacy)  on  veterinary  and  horticultural 
preparations.  Mr.  O'Connor  had  lectured  on  parasites  as 
they  affected  humans  and  animals,  and  on  hormones  and 
plant  life.  The  lectures  were  illustrated  with  slides.  Mr. 
Power  said  that  it  was  proposed  to  get  one  of  the  chemical 
firms  to  send  a  lecturer  to  speak  on  preparations  for  deal- 
ing with  parasites,  and  on  plant  growth.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  West  of  Ireland  Chemists'  Association  much  interest 
had  been  shown  in  the  lectures,  and  it  had  been  decided 
to  arrange  a  series  of  lectures  there.  The  President  said 
the  post-graduate  lectures  had  been  a  great  success  in 
Dublin,  and  it  should  be  possible  to  have  similar  lectures 
in  Cork  and  Galway.  Mr.  McSweeney  said  he  would  get 
the  course  going  in  Cork,  and  Mr.  Kennelly  that  the 
Dublin  subcommittee  would  help  with  information.

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
NORTHERN  IRELAND 

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  in  Belfast  recently,  the  president  (Mr.  S.  E. 
Campbell)  presiding,  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  Memor- 
andum on  Pharmacy  Administration  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1955,  was  tabled.  The  memorandum  recorded 
that  there  were  1,103  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  1955, 
against  1,074  in  1954.  Superintendents  of  bodies  corporate 
(Ph.C.)  totalled  144,  against  137.  There  were  twenty-five 
registered  druggists  (a  decrease  of  one),  and  one  superinten- 
dent of  bodies  corporate  (R.D.),  against  three  in  the  previous 
year.  Apprentices  totalled  478,  against  492  in  1954.  During 
the  year  forty-eight  apprentices  qualified  by  examination  as 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  were  registered  as  such.  The 
number  of  licences  issued  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  was  702, 
against  684,  and  of  registered  druggists  thirteen,  against 
sixteen.  185  licences  were  issued  to  bodies  corporate  and 
seventeen  to  the  executors  of  deceased  pharmaceutical 
chemists. 

The  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  forwarded  a  copy  of  a 
Statutory  Rule  and  Order  placing  methyl  pentynol  in  Part  1 
of  the  Third  Schedule  of  the  1945  Act. 

Applications  from  David  Wallace  McClay,  Bangor,  and 
Mary  Winifred  Cunningham,  Rhodesia,  for  restoration  of 
their  names  to  the  register  were  granted. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  William  Gorman)  tabled  a  letter  from 
Dr.  W.  Honeyman  (secretary,  Society  of  Chemical  Industry) 
inviting  pharmacists  to  attend  a  lecture  on  "  Themes  of 
Chemotherapy."  The  secretary  said  that  he  had  written  to 
Dr.  Honeyman  expressing  thanks  for  the  invitation  and 
pointing  out  that  several  members  would  be  attending. 

A  letter  was  also  tabled  from  the  Editor,  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  apologising  for  the  restriction  of  the  news 
service  during  the  printing  trades  dispute.  The  Council  noted 
the  observations. 

Visit  to  Londonderry 

The  President  (Mr.  S.  E.  Campbell)  mentioned  that  it 
had  been  the  custom  of  the  Council  to  hold  a  meeting  in 


Londonderry  each  year.  Unfortunately,  for  a  number  of 
reasons,  no  meeting  had  been  held  there  in  1955.  He  sug- 
gested that  it  might  be  possible  to  arrange  a  meeting  this 
year,  and  invited  the  views  of  members  of  the  Council  on  the 
visit.  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore  said  that  a  visit  to  Derry  this  year 
would  be  very  fitting,  in  that  their  president  was  a  Derry 
pharmacist.  It  was  agreed  to  fix  the  visit  provisionally  for 
May  24. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  adopted  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  G.  E.  McIlhagger,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  F. 
Moore.  The  seal  of  the  Society  was  affixed  to  the  certificate 
of  qualification  of  Elizabeth  Butler  Ashcroft. 

The  Council  agreed  to  hold  a  special  meeting  to  consider 
the  new  draft  regulations. 

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

54.  IODINE 

IODINE  is  commercially  available  in  B.P.  resublimed 
crude  and  commercial  grades.  It  is  recovered  from 
naturally  occurring  substances  including  seaweed,  Chile 
saltpetre,  mineral  springs,  well  waters,  Stassfurt  salt 
deposits. 

Medicinally,  iodine  is  used  as  an  oxidising  antiseptic. 
In  industry  it  is  used  for  preparing  certain  iodides  and 
iodates.  It  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  coal-tar  dyes,  as 
a  catalyst  in  intermediates  manufacture.  It  is  employed  for 
making  ethyl  iodide,  iodoform,  and  various  other  organic 
compounds.  Iodine-cyanide  reducers  are  used  in  photo- 
graphy. 

Iodine  is  important  in  the  testing  of  foodstuffs,  the 
percentage  of  iodine  absorbed  indicating  the  amount  of 
oil  or  fat  present.  In  microscopical  investigations  iodine  is 
used  for  the  detection  of  starch.  In  the  paper  industry  it 
is  used  in  microscopical  tests  and  for  evaluating  inks.  An 
iodine  in  zinc  chloride  solution  is  engaged  for  detecting 
cellulose  in  plant  cells  and  in  textiles.  Iodine  is  used  in 
halobutadienes,  in  the  leather  and  tanning  trades,  and  in 
a  few  artificial  mineral  water  compositions.  It  is  largely 
used  in  laboratories  for  volumetric  and  other  quantitative 
determinations. 
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Lecture  on  continuous  counter-current  extraction 
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THE  Fine  Chemicals  Group  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  after  its 
annual  meeting  on  March  16,  heard  a 
lecture  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Johnson  (Beecham 
Research  Laboratories,  Ltd.)  on  "  Con- 
tinuous Counter-current  Extraction  of 
Batches  of  Material."  Dr.  H.  J.  Barber 
(chairman  of  the  Group)  presided. 


Laboratory  Apparatus  Adapted 

The  lecturer  said  that  Craig's  appara- 
tus for  the  counter-current  extraction 
of  samples  of  biological  material  had 
been  adapted  to  the  study  of  larger 
quantities,  using  batteries  of  glass  tubes 
suitably  shaped.  The  possibility  of  ex- 
tending the  principle  for  separating  to 
large  quantities  of  material  had  been 
studied  on  the  basis  of  replacing  step- 
wise by  continuous  operation.  Scaling- 
up  had  reached  the  stage  where  batches 
of  a  kilo  or  more  of  material  could  be 
dealt  with.  The  results  agreed  closely 
with  those  to  be  expected  on  theoreti- 
cal grounds. 

The  tubes  of  Craig's  apparatus  were 
replaced  by  100-litre  flasks,  and  the 
plant  could  be  worked  continuously  in 
several  ways,  one  of  them  resembling 
the  scaling-up  of  paper  chromatography. 
Replying  later  to  Dr.  D.  A.  Kidd,  the 
lecturer  said  that  one  kilo  of  nucleic 
acid  had  been  separated  into  its  com- 
ponents in  the  large  assembly.  Dr. 
H.  J.  Barber,  Mr.  D.  N.  Gore  and 
Dr.  W.  Mitchell  asked  whether  the 
method  had  proved  satisfactory  for  sep- 
arating groups  of  alkaloids  and  pyreth- 
rum  constituent.  The  reply  was  that  the 
separation  obtained  depended  on  the 
distribution  coefficient  in  the  solvents 
used.  The  tool  was  essentially  for  re- 
search, not  manufacture.  Dr.  G.  E. 
Foster  was  told  that  the  apparatus 
was  constructed  entirely  from  standard 
pieces  of  equipment,  all  from  stock. 

Dr.  A.  Packter,  who  had  used  coun- 
ter-current methods  in  separating 
steroid  mixtures,  said  the  partition  co- 
efficients of  the  components  varied  with 
the  polarity  of  the  solvents.  Mixed 
solvent  systems  (ethyl  acetate  and  alco- 
hol as  one  phase,  an  aqueous  buffer 
solution  as  the  other),  had  proved  use- 
ful. The  apparatus  gave  best  results 
when  approximately  equal  quantities 
of  two  components  were  present. 

On  February  17  the  Group  held  a 
meeting  for  the  reading  of  original 
papers.  Dr.  J.  Veitch  read  the  first, 
"  Organic  Fluorine  Compounds.  Pre- 
paration and  Reactions  of  some  fluoro- 
dibasic  Acids"  by  E.  J.  P.  Fear,  J. 
Thrower  and  J.  Veitch  (Royal  Aircraft 
Establishment,  Farnborough).  The 
paper  stated  that  Fear  and  Thrower 
had  shown  that  the  vapour-phase  fluon- 
nation  of  benzene  with  manganic 
fluoride  gave  a  broad  spectrum  of  liquid 
products  from  which  octa-  and  hepta- 
fluorocyc/ohexenes  had  been  isolated. 
Neutral  oxidation  of  those  olefines,  and 
of  the  liquid  mixture,  yielded  the  same 
hepta-fluoroadipic  acid,  which  was 
identical  with  that  obtained  by  oxida- 
tion of  a  mixture  of  polyfluorocyclo- 
hexanes.  Infra-red  spectroscopic  exami- 
nation of  the  free  acid,  and  of  its 
diamide.     showed     single  carbonyl 


absorption  peaks,  and  indicated  for  the 
acid  a  3H-structure  in  which  each  car- 
boxyl  group  was  flanked  by  -CF*-. 
That  observation  had  been  substan- 
tiated, since  both  difluoromalonic  and 
tetrafluorosuccinic  acids  had  been  iden- 
tified as  products  of  alkaline,  oxidative 
degradation  of  hepta-fluoroadipic  acid, 
and  3H-  hepta-fluoroadipic  acid  had 
been  unambiguously  synthesised. 

Alkaline  oxidation  of  a  liquid  nature 
of  polyfluorocyc/ohexenes  had  given 
both  difluoromalonic  and  tetra  fluoro- 
succinic  acids  in  excellent  yield.  Those 
acids  were  readily  separated  by  frac- 
tional crystallisation  of  their  bis- 
anilinium  salts,  or  by  fractional  distil- 
lation of  their  dimethyl  esters. 
Attempted  separations  by  preferential 
formation  of  tetrafluorosuccinic  anhy- 
dride with  phosphorus  oxychloride  had 
resulted  in  simultaneous  formation  of 
difluoromalonyl  chloride,  a  highly  re- 
active compound  that  could  be  sep- 
arated from  the  anhydride  by  fractiona- 
tion. The  reactions  provided  the  first 
attractive  route  towards  producing  the 
hitherto  difficultly  accessible  difluoro- 
malonic acids. 

Dr.  Veitch  answered  a  question  by 
Dr.  B.  J.  Heywood  by  saying  that  the 
fluoro  compounds  mentioned  were,  in 
general,  non-toxic. 


Two  Phosphoramide  Compounds 

A  second  paper,  "Interaction  of  Di- 
methylphosphoramidic  Dichloride  with 
Hexamethylphosphoramide "     by  M. 
Pianka  and  B.  D.  Owen  (Murphy  Che- 
mical  Co.,   Ltd.)   was   read   by  Dr. 
Pianka.  It  pointed  out  that  dimethyl- 
phosphoramidic      dichloride  reacted 
slowly  with  hexamethylphosphoramide 
to  form  a  crystalline  adduct.  Only  half 
of  its  chlorine  content  was  found  to  be 
ionic.  The  proportions  of  free  dichlor- 
ide and  free  amide  present  at  various 
stages   in    an    equimolar   mixture  of 
dimethylphosphoramidic  dichloride  and 
hexamethvlphosphoramide    had  been 
determined.  No  adduct  was  obtained 
between  tetramethylphosphorodiamidic 
chloride  and  hexamethylphosphoramide. 
The  product  from  heating  either  the 
adduct   or  an   equimolar  mixture  of 
dimethylphosphoramidic  dichloride  and 
hexamethylphosphoramide    was  con- 
densed with   potassium   hydroxide  in 
toluene,  yielding  60  per  cent,  of  bis- 
dimethvlaminophosphonous  anhydride. 
The  adduct  was  being  examined  further. 

Replying  to  Dr.  E.  J.  P.  Fear,  Dr. 
Pianka  said  that  the  corresponding 
fluoride  could  be  prepared  from  tetra- 
methylphosphorodiamidic chloride  and 
potassium  fluoride;  to  Dr.  J.  Veitch 
that  the  adduct  had  a  melting  point  ot 
about  105°.  One  chlorine  atom  was 
removed  on  hydrolysis  with  water  at 
80°.  Heating  under  reflux  removed  both 
chlorine  atoms.  . 

A  third  paper,  by  E.  F.  G.  Henng- 
ton  and  E.  Handley  (Chemical  Research 
Laboratory,  Teddington)  on  "  Purifica- 
tion of  Organic  Compounds  by  /.one 
Meltine,"  was  read  by  Dr.  Herington 
It  outlined  the  theory  of  the  process  and 
discussed  its  use  for  making  sPecl™e™ 
of  organic  chemicals  of  99  80  to  9999 


mols  per  cent,  purity.  Consideration  of 
liquid-solid  phase  diagrams  showed  that 
zone  melting  usually  caused  impurities 
in  organic  compounds  to  be  concen- 
trated in  the  zone  that  froze  last. 
If  the  zone  v^ere  caused  to  travel  down- 
wards, the  desired  mixing  of  the  liquid 
could  be  secured  by  convection,  the 
liquid  draining  away  from  the  freshly 
formed  crystals.  The  zone  could  be 
passed  several  times  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, but  after  about  fourteen  passages 
a  stationary  state  was  approached  and 
no  further  purification  could  be 
achieved  until  the  end  of  the  impurity- 
enriched  column  was  removed.  More 
than  one  zone  could  be  passed  at  the 
same  time. 

Two  types  of  apparatus  were  demon- 
strated and  described  by  Mr.  Handley. 
In  the  larger,  a  resistance  bobbin-type 
heater  was  arranged  to  travel  down  a 
vertical  thick-walled  glass  tube,  con- 
taining a  charge  of  1  kilo  by  release  of 
suspension  cords,  the  speed  being  con- 
trolled from  a  rotating  shaft  connected 
with  the  hour  spindle  of  a  synchronous 
clock  motor.  Ancillary  electrical  equip- 
ment rendered  the  apparatus  automatic 
and  continuous.  A  temperature  of  40 
C   above  m.p.  was  maintained  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  melt  to  ensure  good 
mixing  by  convection.     The  smaller 
apparatus,  in  which  01 5  to  0  5  gm.  of 
material  could  be  treated,  employed  the 
focused-heat  emission  from  the  filament 
of  a  100- watt  projective  lamp  to  melt  a 
short  zone  of  solid  contained  in  a  nar- 
row vertical  glass  tube.  The  tube  was 
mounted  above  a  screwed  rod  which, 
when  driven  by  a  small  electric  motor, 
raised  the  tube  1  in.  per  hour  The 
molten  zone  passed  down  the  column 
With  light-sensitive  materials,  tube  and 
contents  were  enclosed  in  a  thin  metal 
sleeve  fitted  with  a  small  window  ot 
infra-red  filter  glass. 


Quantitative  Results 

Replying  to  Dr.  M.  Pianka,  Dr. 
Herington  said  that,  after  four  pas- 
sages, the  dye  in  a  0-03  per  cent,  mix- 
ture of  induline  in  naphthalene  was 
about  two-thirds  of  the  way  down  the 
tube  After  eight  passages  it  was  at  the 
foot  of  the  tube.  By  the  method  it  was 
possible  to  reduce  the  concentration  ot 
anthracene  in  naphthalene  to  1  in 
10  000  Dr.  B.  J.  Heywood  told  ot 
difficulties  caused  by  contraction  ot 
some  materials  during  melting  result- 
ing in  the  trapping  of  air  bubbles  even 
when  the  operation  was  performed  in 
high  vacuum.  Mr.  Handley  suggested 
that  the  difficulty  might  be  overcome 
by  increasing  the  diameter  of  the  tube.

London,  April  18:  Business  in  the  home  trade  marked  time  during  the 
week,  buyers  apparently  awaiting  the  Budget  proposals.  Though  inactive, 
the  Crude  Drugs  market  remained  steady  because  of  the  small  stocks 
readily  available. 

A  small  quantity  of  Myrrh  (sorts) 
was  offered  on  the  spot  at  a  price  con- 
siderably in  advance  of  that  previously 
ruling.  Whilst  shipment  quotations  for 
Cape  Aloes  were  available,  Buchu  was 
still  not  offered  at  origin.  Powdered 
Camphor  was  somewhat  weaker,  and 
Ipecacuanha,  particularly  the  Matto 
Grosso  variety,  was  easier  in  all  posi- 
tions. A  report  from  Turmeric  ship- 
pers in  India  said  that  a  6}  per  cent, 
purchase  tax  had  been  levied  on  the 
material;  representations  against  the 
tax  were  being  made  but  the  imposi- 
tion, if  sustained,  will  undoubtedly 
make  quotations  harder.  Pepper  fell 
again  by  about  a  halfpenny  per  lb.  East 
African  Papain  was  firmer. 

Among  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals, 
manufacturers  of  Iron  salts  increased 
their  schedules  because  of  higher  pro- 
duction and  other  costs.  The  b.p. 
sulphate  at  51s.  3d.  per  cwt.  was  about 
5s.  higher  than  previously.  Prices  of 
domestic  Ephedrine  and  its  salts  at 
the  moment  aie  fluid,  because  of  pres- 
sure from  imported  material  from 
China  and  Pakistan. 

Trading  in  Essential  Oils  was  again 
quiet.  An  announcement  that  the 
import  duty  on  Lime  had  been  in- 
creased to  25  per  cent,  (see  p.  287) 
made  no  difference  to  the  West  Indian 
oil  on  the  spot,  which  is  admitted  free 
of  duty  into  the  United  Kingdom.  How- 
ever, some  future  hardening  of  the 
price  may  be  expected.  No  doubt  the 
increased  levy  has  been  imposed  to 
help  West  Indian  producers,  who  have 
met  severe  competition  recently  from 
Mexican  producers,  despite  tax  advan- 
tage. 

Domestic  Castor  oil  was  increased 
by  £5  per  ton  on  April  16.  A  report 
from  Norway  states  that  output  of 
Cod-liver  oil  this  year  is  better  than 
in  the  preceding  two  seasons.  The  total 
quantity  produced  up  to  the  first  week 
in  April  amounted  to  49,319  hectolitres, 
against  38,288  at  the  corresponding 
time  in  1955,  and  36,419  in  1954.  The 
Lofoten  fisheries  had  a  promising  start 
this  year,  and  were  hopeful  of  a  good 
season,  but  the  latter  part  of  the  catch 
has  not  proved  as  satisfactory  as 
expected.

UNITED  STATES  REPORT 

New  York,  April  17 :  The  spot  mar- 
ket for  Drugs  and  Fine  Chemicals  was 
quiet  and  steady,  except  for  Japanese 
Menthol  which  declined  25  cents  to 
$8-25  per  lb.  Trading  in  Crude  Drugs 
was  at  routine  levels.  Depleted  stocks 
pushed  whole  Jalap  root  to  60  cents  a 
lb.  (up  20  cents).     Also  higher  were 
Buchu  leaves  at  90  cents  a  lb.  (up  five 
cents),  and  Bourbon  Vanilla  beans  at 
$5-75  (20  cents).  Lower  per  lb.  were 
Valerian  root  at  28  cents  (down  two 
cents),  and  Mexican  Sarsaparilla,  45 
cents  (three  cents).  A  leading  chemical 
manufacturer  abandoned  work  on  the 
synthesis  of  Cortisone  from  toluol 
when,  according  to  the  firm's  annual 
report,  "  it  became  apparent  that  mar- 
ket demand  was  not  outgrowing  natur- 
ally based  material  supplies  and  con- 
struction of  a  plant  for  wholly  synthetic 
material    would    not    be  warranted. 
Meanwhile  the  same  company  is  taking 
its  Theobromine  and  Cocoa  butter 
plant  out  of  production  when  existing 
raw   material   stocks   have   been  ex- 
hausted. The  company  state  that  im- 
ported  material   with   reduced  tariffs 
makes  its  production  uneconomical 

Ginger  oil  rose  50  cents  to  SI 900 
a  lb.  Bois  de  rose  is  now  available  at 
$3  50  per  lb.  (down  five  cents).  Also 
lower  per  lb.  among  Essential  Oils 
were  Eucalyptus,  70-75  per  cent,  at  72 
cents  (down  three  cents)  with  80-85 
per  cent,  at  78  cents  (two  cents);  and 
Sandalwood.  $15  00  (25  cents). 
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AUSTRALIAN  HONEY 
Lower  yield:  heavier  demand 

HONEY  production  in  Australia  in  1954- 

55,  at  33  6  million  lb.,  was  6  per  cent, 
lower  than  the  previous  year's  output 
and  substantially  lower  than  the  1948— 
49  record  of  52-2  million  lb.,  according 
to  a  review  of  the  industry  by  the 
National  Bank  of  Australasia,  Ltd. 

The  decrease  was  due  primarily  to  the 
adverse  effect  of  seasonal  conditions  on 
the  flow  of  nectar,  which,  in  turn,  re- 
duced the  average  yield  per  productive 
hive  from  108  lb.  in  1953-54  to  103  lb. 
To  a  lesser  extent,  production  was  also 
affected  by  a  smaller  number  of  produc- 
tive hives. 

Production  of  honey  in  many  com- 
peting countries  was  also  affected  by 
unseasonable  weather  conditions,  and 
Australia  was  able  to  clear  large  stocks 
accumulated  during  previous  seasons. 
Last  season,  23  5  million  lb.  of  honey 
valued  at  £104  millions  was  sold 
abroad,  representing  an  increase  of  over 
60  per  cent,  on  the  previous  year,  and 
the  highest  recorded  since  1948-49.  In 
addition,  the  value  of  beeswax  exported, 
at  £62,790,  was  approximately  £23,000 
greater  than  in  1953-54. 

In  recent  years  Britain  has  been 
Australia's  principal  customer,  but  dur- 
ing 1954-55  only  39  per  cent,  of  Austra- 
lia's exportable  surplus  was  shipped  to 
the  United  Kingdom,  whereas  West 
Germany  purchased  54  per  cent.  Rather 
than  indicating  consumer  preference  for 
the  Australian  product,  the  rise  in  ship- 
ments to  Germany  is  said  to  reflect  a 
short-fall  in  local  production  and  re- 
duced competition  from  other  exporters. 

The  review  concluded  by  saying  that 
present  indications  suggest  that  produc- 
tion in  exporting  countries  will  again  be 
below  normal  and  that  Continental  mar- 
kets should  be  favourable  during  1955- 

56.  However,  Australia's  production  may 
be  similarly  affected,  as  periods  of  sus- 
tained rainfall  in  certain  areas  during 
the  season  have  resulted  in  substantial 
new  growth  in  forest  trees  and  a  decline 
in  the  flow  of  nectar.  As  stocks  are 
almost  exhausted,  unless  there  is  a  sub- 
stantial decline  in  domestic  consump- 
tion, it  appears  unlikely  that  exports 
in  the  current  season  will  equal  those  of 
last  year. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Chilean   Free   Exchange    System. — 

Antibiotics,  a  number  of  medicines 
and  chemical  products  and  dyes 
are  among  the  main  products  in- 
cluded in  the  official  list  of  goods  that 
may  now  be  imported  into  Chile  under 
the  free  "  fluctuating  exchange  rates." 

Finnish  Move  to  Discourage  Imports. 
— In  a  move  to  discourage  imports,  the 
Bank  of  Finland  has  raised  the  rate  of 
the  compulsory  deposit  payable  on 
foreign  goods  brought  into  the  country 
from  10  per  cent,  of  the  c.i.f.  value  to 
20  per  cent. 

Japanese  Titanium  Dioxide  Produc- 
tion. —  The  Japanese  titanium  dioxide 
production  is  to  increase  to  30,000  tons 
in  the  1956-57  financial  year  (April  to 
March)  from  20,000  tons  in  the  1955-56 
financial  year.  Out  of  the  total, 
15,000  tons  will  be  exported  (against 
10,000  tons).  Domestic  requirements 
are  estimated  at  1 3,000  tons.
